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THE JOHN J. FORD, JR. EXPERIENCE

As a pre-teen—and crazy about coins, es¬ 
pecially early American ones—I started at¬ 
tending California coin shows in the mid 
1950s. While attending a PNG pre-show at 
the old Statler Hilton with my Dad, I was 
drawn to this individual “conducting court” 
behind the New Netherlands Coin Co. bourse 
table. Now, I had heard of the great JJF (as he 
liked to be called) but I had no idea what he 
looked like. I remember to this day the very 
first time I set eyes on him—a tall, dominat¬ 
ing figure surrounded by dealers and collec¬ 
tors: talking, answering questions, and gener¬ 
ally barking orders to folks counting stack 
upon stack of currency behind the table. It 
seemed that everyone wanted to talk 
to and schmooze with this person who was 
the absolute center of attraction. This loud 
and gregarious man simply stood out, yet 1 
had no idea who he was. I asked someone (I 
think it was Walter Breen), “Who is this?” 
and Breen or someone else replied, that’s John 
ford! I couldn’t take my eyes off him, and 
I hung around,

captivated by his 
style, expertise, 
pontifications, 
and “gift of gab!” 
It immediately 

became obvious that this guy was special and that he had knowledge and expertise well beyond that of the 
general coin dealer and collector, on just about all American numismatic subjects. While I was well aware of 
NN sales, I quickly understood the connection— it was obvious. Even Walter Breen lighted up at the mention of 
Ford, his employer, sponsor, and occasional adversary. 

Anyway, I was introduced to John and I found him to be very friendly and incredibly interesting. We got on 
famously and after a year or so I attended coins shows not only to hunt for rare coins and sleepers but particularly 
to “hang around” the great Ford, to get first shot at NN coins being offered, and to “carry his bags.” This 
“bag carrying” might sound strange to some, but being around him—hanging on every word— was a constant 
source of information and knowledge, insight, and fun (and, yes, I used to actually carry his bags when the 
occasion arose). For good reason, John and my Dad also became friendly, and I was in. I also remember once 
running into him in the late 1950s between connections, after he had left a coin show and was flying to Las 
Vegas: the non-stop chatter never stopped, john was simply the most entertaining person i had ever met. 
Shortly thereafter he nickednamed me “Kid,” which later became “Junior,” or occasionally “Boy Wonder.” Soon 
he became my mentor. 
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These coin show encounters became more frequent and were high points of the year for me. I was almost 
always the first person at the NN tables; however John always had his own way of doing things, much to 
the aggravation of Charles M. Wormser, (principal of NN) who always wanted JJF to dig out the goods and 
to make sales. John always seemed to be doing “other” things at these shows—reading, inspecting some coin or 
historical medal, proofreading something, researching or taking notes, writing in that damned day-timer of 
his (where he kept track of everything costing over 10 cents), and, as usual, getting constantly interrupted and 
answering hundreds of questions from friends, rivals or “newbies.” One of the problems is that JJF was unable 
to give short answers. He would bark out to Wormser, “I’m in no hurry; we can always sell this stuff”; or, Tm 
too busy right now, I’ll get started after lunch when the bourse quiets down”; or “Patience, Maillert (Charles’s 
middle name), can’t you see I’m busy?” John lived for the action, but only on his own terms, and he could be 
very blunt, aggressive and sarcastic (as in addressing Charles by his middle name). The interesting thing was 
that people always seemed to be bringing him something to grade, authenticate or buy. John always remarked 
to me that I was the spitting image of him as a youngster, that I lacked patience (he often referred to it as 
impetuous youth”), and how he, too—so wound up the night before a coin show that he couldn’t sleep— 
always was the first one at the bourse door, panting before it opened and then racing in to hunt for bargains. A 
funny thing is that as he got older he changed his tactics and often remarked, “These boobs don’t know what the 
good stuff is—it will still be there after the opening”; or “why kill myself in this rat race, ‘the boys’ usually bring 
it to me anyway because they don’t know what the hell it is!” As the shows quieted down I usually got my first 
shot at the new material dug out of NN’s vaults and, after lunch and “cleaning up” on great buys, downtime 
was spent answering questions from John. After several years at conventions, the New Netherlands 
bourse table became the classroom: John asking the questions, me answering them. “Homework” was a buzz 
word of his and I always did mine. John had great difficulty catching or stumping “the kid,” as he usually called 
me, on questions concerning the regular U. S. series. Occasionally, we hotly debated—this was John’s style. He 
loved playing the role of teacher but I really got to him once on another matter. While buying a group of United 
States coins I admitted to him that I had decoded the NN price and cost codes as a teen—that really got his 
attention (NN used three levels of codes, including the price they wanted, the minimum for Charles if JJF 
wasn t around, and their true cost). Wormser was in shock! And, of course, John ran me through the gauntlet, 
questioning me thoroughly to see if I really had figured out the complete code! At first he thought I was pull¬ 
ing his leg but he soon found out that I wasn’t. The code was one which Charles’s father, Moritz, longtime 
A. N. A. President, had devised and I still use it to this day. Although Charles was the principal of the company 
begun by his father in 1936, John ran things most of the time while Wormser handled the financial details. John 
Ford brought in the customers, created the business and set the standard for excellence in the rare coin busi¬ 
ness—he was New Netherlands Coin Company. 

As time went on, I began staying with John at some of the coin shows and I cannot tell you what an 
experience that was! The very first time I stayed in a hotel with him we stayed up until after 3:00 am comparing 
notes. He was also doing things in the room I couldn’t believe—I had never heard of such things. You see John 
was a clean fanatic about everything (probably due to living in New York). It ranged from lining the hotel 
drawers with towels, to wiping off the silverware, seat and table at restaurants, specially folding his clothes, 
setting up the bath, scrubbing everything down in the “john,” stepping from his shoes into those slippers he 
carried with him (God forbid he touch the floor with bare. feet!). Everything, including his dress, where he 
walked in the street, how and what he ate, and the home antics (including repair and maintenance)—even 
money seen lying in the streets of The City. His theory was “never touch a penny or a nickel in the dirty NYC 
streets ; a dime, think about it ; and a quarter, “grab it!” This was unbelievable to me, and as a first-time 
observer most of it was not only incredible but simply hilarious. It really took some getting used to, as he 
actually lived his life that way full-time'. One of the classic Ford stories occurred on one of the many times that 
John and I had dinner at an Italian restaurant in Grand Central Station called Trattoria. One night, John, 
always dapper, decided to wear a brand new smart dark red and black plaid sport coat that he was rather proud 
ot, though his wife Joan didn t particularly like it. John and I sit down to dinner and he proceeds to line the 
front of himself with linen napkins, tucking them in everywhere to protect his new jacket. We order some 
Italian dishes and John instantly becomes worried about the red tomato sauce and he, as was his custom, bends 
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way over while eating so as not to splatter. After dinner he asks me, “Junior, did I get anything on the jacket?” 
“No, John,” I reply after inspecting it thoroughly. “Are you sure?” “Yes, John—don’t worry about it.” So what do 
you think he said the next morning, after I arrived at the NN office? “Junior, you know that new red plaid 
jacket I wore last night? I couldn’t stop worrying all night after our meal, so I took it in to the cleaners this 
morning just to be sure I didn’t get anything on it!” Incredible, I thought, but that was classic JJF. Joan and I 
had one heck of a laugh about that one! John had his own ways and opinions on just about everything. I used 
to think that much of this was “crazy” but after the years passed I began to fully understand the significance of 
many of his ideas and teachings. I remember one day at a coin show how John began lecturing me on Life 
Saving medals and the importance of history, and how much he loved both. I remember thinking that this was 
crazy, especially when there were so many great coins out there to be hunted, acquired and collected. But John 
knew what he was doing and he was usually well ahead of the herd. In the mid-1980s, I started collecting Life 
Saving and presidential watches presented to captains for heroics at sea. John often referred to such unex¬ 
pected insights as “graduation.” John was unique in so many ways, though some of his fans could take only so 
much. As I get older, many of his sayings, remarks and ideas reverberate in my mind, and other things I thought 
odd or ridiculous at the time have proven to be absolutely true over 48 years of association with the great 
“Father” Ford (an endearment I started using when addressing John; it caught on and became popular with 
several other collectors and dealers of my generation). After a while he actually liked it! 

You must understand that John was a great showman and that he had a great sense of humor—even when 
he was serious he was funny—sometimes incredibly funny either with his antics or remarks. One of 
these Fordisms occurred at his home when the late Freddie Werner brought some “boob” (a favorite term of 
John’s) over to show John a coin. At John’s house on Hendrickson Avenue in Rockville Centre you would have 
to remove your shoes in the mudroom before proceeding into the family room area (above his famous bomb 
shelter). So this “boob” removes his shoes per John’s instructions but there is a hole in his sock and John promptly 
sprays the guy’s foot with a disinfectant! John was serious, though most people who hear the story for the first 
time either roll on the floor or cannot believe such behavior. 

John’s stories never seemed to cease. He could discuss just about any subject, including politics, econom¬ 
ics, history, building construction, medicine, health, the military, government, business, the stock market, fa¬ 
mous people—you name it. Often well into the night, in person or via the telephone. John loved to yak on the 
phone and it got so bad in 1966 at New Netherlands, after he hired me to take over for Breen and then Taxay, 
that Wormser put a time limit on the company phone as well as John’s home phone (by this time he worked at 
home about 80% of the time since I was handling things at the office). John and I literally spent months on the 
telephone, fine-tuning the style and phraseology of New Netherlands Coin Co. catalogues, beginning with the 
59th sale, my first. It culminated with the 60th sale which he always considered his finest. John was always so 
occupied with detail that he simply did not have the time to write the many books and monographs he had 
planned. His personal correspondence and letters reflect his many interests. He occasionally commented that, 
of all his possessions, his library was the most prized among his vast collections. Knowledge was king and he 
practiced what he preached. John simply loved books and catalogues, and was a prolific researcher. His memory 
was second to none and he often quoted famous people such as Teddy Roosevelt and Winston Churchill, or his 
numismatic friends and mentors such as Wayte Raymond, Fred Boyd, and even his father. John had a number 
of favorite sayings, including He couldn t sell a hungry man a sandwich”; “I’m buried up to his eyeballs”; “I’m 
working around the clock”; and “I’m fighting against time.” John often spoke about “when the coin business 
was fun” (and still is). But he was responsible for all the fun! 

One of the greatest JJF stories occurred when John and I went out to dinner in the early 1970s after working 
late at NN. John was always a fastidious dresser. On this particular early fall night, he was all dressed up: suit, 
tie, overcoat, etc., and he took me to a very’fancy restaurant in the theater district. As we walked to the restau¬ 
rant, John picked up a newspaper and, in his usual manner, selected one from the middle of the stack in the 
newspaper pay rack, in order to get a “mint, clean one” to read on the train ride home. When we arrived, the 
maitre d’ seated us in a booth and we began looking through the menu. John was seated across from me and 
the booth was a large one with plenty of room, which he always requested. As we began reading the menu, 
accompanied by the usual Fordisms (comments about the menu, the cleanliness of the restaurant, the crowd! 
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etc.), I casually looked over at him, and as I did, you will never believe what I saw—a giant cockroach over two 
and a half inches long and fat, slowly crawling up the wall above the table and towards John’s side of the booth. 
I couldn’t believe it, especially in this high class restaurant with many couples dressed “to the nines” in evening 
gowns and tuxedoes. I shouted, “John, look, there’s a cockroach!” as I began to bust a gut, not having any idea 
what John might do. John looks up from the menu and starts to stare at the cockroach—speechless—and the 
damned cockroach stops dead in his tracks, as if John had hypnotized it. With that, John yells out: “This place 
is infested with cockroaches!” and the tuxedo-clad maitre d’ rushes over and says, “What’s the matter, what’s 
the trouble,” and John yells at him: “Look, there’s a cockroach!” I start laughing, really laughing, while John 
continues to stare down the cockroach as the maitre d’ reaches down beside John and picks up his “minty, 
unused” newspaper and smacks the cockroach, splat, on the wall. At this point I am laughing uncontrollably, 
doubled over sideways in the booth. Ford is bewildered, the restaurant is bedlam, some lady in an evening 
gown falls to the floor, and one of those flaming dinners nearly sets off the place. John is screaming about his 
newspaper and by this time I am laughing so hard that my sides hurt. The final comment from the maitre 
d’ was: “We usually get some of these this time of year!” We left and my sides ached all night from laughing so 
hard. John was irate and this story spread like wildfire. I still tell this story (it’s funnier in person) and still 
laugh at it myself. It has become so famous that even my college buddies, other numismatists and Ford fans, as 
well as my watch collector pals, often ask me to retell it. And, I am sure, John is still in disbelief! As the stories 
and his fame spread, friends of mine, even non-coin people, began to ask about “Father” Ford. I could tell 
hundreds of Ford stories and his antics. But many of the very best Ford stories were ones John himself told— 
he is one of the best story tellers of all time. John should have written a book on his life—it probably would 
have been a best seller. Besides being a great numismatist, the guy was just plain funny. 

Some time after John hired me as his chief cataloguer (upon graduation from the University of Southern 
California in 1966) some of the younger crowd and I began referring to John as “Father.” Being Catholic, he 
rather liked the term and I addressed him as such for many years. Long nightly conversations with him were a 
highpoint for many numismatists, especially after the usual “Father” Ford commentaries on personal and 
current events were delivered, which generally took up to 35-45 minutes. Then came the lectures—he was truly 
a teacher at heart. John had great ideas and interesting angles on many issues, and he was also tough, but if he 
liked you he would advise you to the nth degree; others not so fortunate, he would “straighten out” as he used 
to put it. John was very generous with his time, information, and counsel, almost to a fault. I particularly 
remember a famous coin deal he secured—the machinations he employed were pure genius. Upon learning 
about the ramifications, I remember thinking—this is unbelievable strategy! John was a great influence on me, 
but the one thing that sticks out is that he had a particular set of ideals and that he lived by them. He loved the 
coin business and the action, but he steadfastly believed in making money with items in which he believed. He 
was fanatical about correct attributions, descriptions, and grading. His idea was to paint a word picture for 
those who could not examine or view the items to be sold and he often remarked that it is expensive to sell a 
coin twice. My first effort, the 59th sale, produced absolutely no returns and he was quite pleased. The com¬ 
pany handled huge hoards of “Guidebook” material, as he called it, including proof sets, dollar bags, gold, 
commemoratives, rolls of uncirculated Lincoln cents, bags of large cents, even uncirculated early American 
coins by the roll—some of which were left over from the old Frossard, Wayte Raymond inventories. Continu¬ 
ing to handle the “crap or garbage,” as he referred to it, was not his style. John loved to deal in history; Betts 
and other American medals were a favorite. I also remember speaking to him about pioneer gold collecting 
and he advised: “Buy the key coins of a sexy historical series, because you can always buy the common stuff. Own 
the key coins and you have the series!” He possessed a particular collecting philosophy, which he adhered to for 
decades. His incredible success and sense of timing have been proved right. 

There was never a dull moment at the office, located in the old Longines Whittnauer Building at 1 West 
47th (corner of 47th & 5th Avenue), #401 (the stories I could tell about that oldfashioned office; it was like 
going back in time). Another famous JJF saying around the New Netherlands office during arguments with 
CMW was that Charles’ contribution to the New Netherlands auction sale catalogues was selecting the color 
of the cover! The very first time I heard him say this, I remember thinking—how does he get away with it? 
Mrs. Neary, Charles’s longtime secretary, was always appalled by these types of remarks. John was simply blunt 
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and he usually said what he thought. The guy could be rough, but around the ladies and in non-business or 
mixed company JJF was the model of good manners and was invariably respectful. Another funny episode 
occurred in France when John took me to Europe for three and a half weeks. I remember thinking: how will I 
be able to stand being on an airplane for eight hours; then I remembered it would be with the great JJF. In no 
time we arrived, as John entertained me with nonstop talk nearly the entire trip. John loved to smoke big 
Havana-type cigars, and openly boasted how he at one time had one of his contacts smuggle them in from 
Cuba! Anyway, one Sunday in 1989 while in Paris, both of us dressed up in suits and seated in a fashionable 
restaurant. John remarked that quite a few of the patrons in for brunch were smoking cigarettes; so John asks 
me: “Kid, do you think they would allow me to smoke a cigar? (not wanting to make a stink). ” I replied, “I 
don’t know, John, but I’ll summon the hostess and ask!” So this great looking 40ish hostess in four inch spike 
high heals with fabulous legs is beckoned over and I ask, “My friend wants to know if he can smoke a cigar?” 
Irritated, and looking annoyed at such a question from an obvious American, this lady slouches one hip to her 
side, places both hands on her hips and, in a deep, deep sexy French accent replies: “this is France, you can 
smoke anything you like!”As he lighted up, John was totally flabbergasted and we talked about this gal and her 
response the rest of the trip! He thoroughly enjoyed himself that morning and often remarked: “that lady was 
something!” John liked France and the language, and actually took French lessons many years prior to that 
trip. I’ll never forget that Sunday—John spent the rest of the day in the hotel proofreading some numismatic 
manuscript, while I spent the day out on the town and had a great time, particularly since we were there during 
the 100th anniversary celebration of the Eiffel Tower. Upon my return, we went to dinner and John quizzed me 
on my day and added historical flavor to most of the places I visited—he knew them all. Boy, was he well 
versed. 

John had an angle on just about everything from trading to cleanliness. The very first thing JJF gave me 
upon my arrival in New York City in September of 1966 was a box of handiwipes, which John constantly used 
throughout the day. He even had the individual packets lettered, “Compliments of clean living from John J. 
Ford, Jr., or some such saying. One night in i973> John took me out to an Italian restaurant on Long Island 
which he especially liked, and we were discussing the purchase of his house in Long Island, as he eventually 
wanted to move to Arizona. (What a coin person’s dream that house was, with a good sized walk-in vault and 
safes sunk in the walls beside the separate bomb shelter, which was designed to be encapsulated in water during 
a nuclear attack on the basement! The condition of the house was absolutely immaculate—I know, having lived 
there in 1966 for nearly a month. John was an expert on construction and maintenance; he actually kept an 
exact record of every dime spent on the place. I believe it was the only time he lost money, except for a few cheap 
stocks.) Anyway, we are sitting in this restaurant, and we begin eating a large antipasto salad. John was a particu¬ 
lar eater (he hated butter, bread, anything fatty or greasy; and everything had to be prepared just right; occa¬ 
sionally he even inspected the kitchen!) and I am one too, each of us liking certain things in the salad. John 
(much to the utter disbelief of the waitress) decides to begin trading the ingredients in the salad, something 
like: 111 trade you these two radishes for three olives but you can give me the mushrooms for half the green 
peppers, etc., etc. True to form, this continued until the salad was entirely finished. This was classic JJF, but I was 
used to it and actually liked the “trading” as it was part of the game! Another “deal” occurred in California when 
John asked me to buy at auction an early walking cane owned by a famous pioneer gold personality. I bought 
the cane for John and, guess what? It prompted a state sales tax audit! The state board of equalization thought 
that I had used my resale tax number to buy a collectible for my personal use, when in fact I bought it on 
commission for JJF and had mailed it to him. Can you imagine explaining to some tax auditor the numismatic 
significance of an historical cane as an association item? During the audit, while explaining about JJF, produc¬ 
ing postage receipts, etc., etc., I suddenly remembered a verbose letter from John (he could write them) and its 
last sentence was: “And whatever you do, kid, don’t break the cane.” Letter produced. End of audit! 

A life filled with the John J. Ford Jr. Experience —the association, the friendship, the philosophy, the 
education, the deals, the antics, and the fun—has been an unmatchable one! Where did the time go—it went 
by much too quickly; but I could go on here for days. John is one of a kind, totally unique. There will never be 
another.

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NUMISMATICA FORDIANA: MEMORIES OF JOHN J. FORD, JR.

What to say about John J. Ford? There is so much to contemplate, but so little space. Here are some remem¬ 
brances of things past, to which others can certainly add comments as to things present, as John, although not in 
good health, is very much with us today. Years ago JJF anticipated that I would write a book-length biography, 
and we had a number of recording sessions. The tapes, as yet untranscribed, await the future. 

In the meantime a good deal of Ford-iana can be found in my Commemorative Coins of the United States: A 
Complete Encyclopedia, 1992, and in Silver Dollars and Trade Dollars of the United States: A Complete Encyclopedia, 
1993. An excerpt from the Commemorative book, JJF speaking: 

I was born in Hollywood, California. My father had moved out there in the early 1920s and was quite flush with money as he was 
involved with the United Artists film people—Charlie Chaplin, Mary Pickford, Douglas Fairbanks, Sr.—as a money raiser or money 
man or something.... 

We moved to New York about 1926 because in 1925-1926 he had some business misfortune in California. So, our family had these 
commemoratives, but I didn’t know what they were. I was only two years old at the time. By 1932, when the Depression got really bad, 
we were living in Jackson Heights in Queens, which is about four or five miles from New York City. My father’s partner had committed 
suicide in 1929, and my father was wiped out; he was really scrounging. Money was very, very tight in 1932, when I was eight years old. 

I went to a parochial school, St. Joan of Arc, and on the way home from school there was a German bakery, and we used to buy our 
bread and rolls there. 

John and I were and still are each fond of P.T. Barnum, and each of us enjoy promotions (in a nice way where 
everyone has a good time). At the recent R.M. Smythe & Co. sale of the Schingoethe Collection, Part II, I was 
underbidder at about $6,250, on a currency note from Bridgeport, CT, picturing Barnum and his opulent Iranistan 
mansion. Today, Barnum is one of the most misunderstood figures in American history. 

In some ways, JJF is misunderstood as well. I probably know him as well as any numismatist living today, and 
may be the only one who has kept notes of the many interactions we have had for years. I like to think that he is 
like the proverb of the blind men describing an elephant: one touched its trunk and said it was like a hose, 
another touched its side and said the animal was similar to a wall, and a third came into contact with the tail and 
concluded that an elephant was like a rope. 

Briefly, JJF is one of the most important, most influential figures in American numismatics. It is an irony that 
John has not been inducted into the ANA Hall of Fame, nor did he appear on the list of “Numismatists of the 
Century” compiled by COINage magazine, from a survey conducted a few years back. While the COINage survey 
is history, I herewith nominate JJF to the ANA Board of Directors for inclusion in the Hall of Fame. 

And yet, JJF has had his share of controversy. The “situation” concerning certain Western ingots and assay 
bars is still a matter of study and debate—and must be mentioned here, lest readers overlook the main thrust of 
this article and wonder why I didn’t mention it. So there! 

John might be but a footnote in numismatics today, had he not miraculously walked away from an airplane 
crash in the late 1940s. At one time he was a photographer, and he was on an assignment, when things went 
terribly wrong. However, he was lucky. 

At another time he worked for Lever Brothers, the maker of soap and household goods. Among his anec¬ 
dotes concerning this stint was the day that he was dispatched to call on a lady who had written to the firm, 
stating that part of a razor blade had protruded from a bar of soap, and that in bathing she had cut her arm and 
shoulder. Company emissary JJF arrived at her home with a nice box filled with gift soap, and all was well. (Try 
that today!) 

Returning to the “most influential” part, JJF single-handedly revolutionized the techniques of American coin 
catalogues—introducing, with the help of Walter Breen, many comments about history, mintage techniques, 
numismatic tradition, and more. If you are in the slightest doubt of this, take a New Netherlands catalogue from, 
say, 1955 , and compare it with the catalogues of anyone else. There is no comparison in readability or the trans¬ 
mitting of information. 

In 1958 when I wrote the first issue of Empire Topics (which over a long period of time evolved into, sort of, 
the Empire Review, the Rare Coin Review, and the present-day Numismatic Sun), both JJF and Walter Breen 
critiqued it. The publication was an instant success, and in short order had such contributors as Breen, Eric P. 
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Newman, and Ken Bressett. JJF promised an article, but never got around to do it. In fact, he did not have time to 
do much of anything that reached print, except New Netherlands catalogues. Perhaps that is why he wanted me 
to write a book about him. Heaven knows, I have enough anecdotes. I guarantee that if the book is ever pub¬ 
lished, it will be interesting—not because of my writing it, but because of the subject. 

The Early Days 

I first met John in the early 1950s, in late 1952 or early 1953. By the latter year I had been immersed in numis¬ 
matics for all of a year, had read voraciously, had a small but decent library, and had come to know the players in 
the field of numismatic research and history—this being a special interest. Eve always enjoyed “coin people” and 
their experiences. Once, I suggested to B. Max Mehl that he write his autobiography. “Why don’t you do it for 
me,” he suggested. I never did. Probably a mistake. 

Among the numismatic figures I met in the early days of my interest, John Ford was especially prominent. I 
had admired his recent but now discontinued “Numismatica Americana” series in The Numismatist, as readable 
today in 2005 as a half century ago. The catalogues he co-wrote (with Walter Breen) for the New Netherlands 
Coin Company were still very much in progress in the mid-1950s, and it was always a treat to receive one in my 
mailbox. After sampling a few, I determined to get them all. The firm had been founded in 1936, and some of the 
publications of the early years were scarce. I soon learned that I could live without these rarities, for the new era 
of New Netherlands cataloguing style began with the 1952 ANA Convention, and it was easy to bring my library 
up to date from there. 

John took an instant liking to me, and vice-versa. At an early time he said he reminded me of himself in his 
youth—starting as a teenager, learning everything there was to know about pattern coins (in particular), and 
going around to different dealers buying patterns that were not identified as such. We both came from families 
without much money, although his was virtually destitute, while mine at least had basic comforts of life. 

This lack of security prompted John to look out for himself at an early age. In later years he considered his 
financially deprived childhood to have been a great advantage. I have to agree. It has been my observation that 
some of the most dynamic people in numismatics and in life are those who have cut their way through. I recall 
Ambassador R. Henry Norweb, a man with great inherited wealth, saying to me that being born with a silver 
spoon (although he did not use those words) was in many ways a disadvantage. 

Seeking Knowledge in the 1950s 

In the i95° s > basic information about rare coins was difficult to locate easily, apart from what might be found 
in the current edition of the Guide Book. Building a library of old books (there were not many new ones) was not 
an option, it was a necessity for anyone interested in gaining knowledge and expertise. 

Most dealers were not interested in such things, which provided great advantages for those who were. 

So it was in the early 1950s, when the only book on patterns was the Adams-Woodin text of 1913, and most 
dealers did not have a copy. By that time I had almost memorized the contents, and already I could point to quite 
a few finds made at regional coin shows, in which a coin posing as a regular issue was in fact a pattern—such as 
an 1859 Indian cent with the reverse having an oak wreath and shield, not supposed to be there on a regular issue, 
or a Liberty Seated silver coin of 1863-1865 with the unexpected motto in god we trust on the back side. 

In my early conversations with JJF, he mentioned that the Adams-Woodin book was a key to his early finan¬ 
cial success. Abe Kosoff in particular handled a lot of coins, but knew very little about patterns. Ford cher rypicked 
many rarities from him and from other New York City dealers. In the late 1930s and very early 1940s he made the 
rounds of various shops and offices and bought unusual “stuff” that dealers had purchased in connection with 
collections and bulk lots. 

The situation had not changed much in this regard. Those who were aware of pattern coins, unusual varieties 
of colonials, obscure tokens, and the like could buy them cheaply. When sold to the small community of special¬ 
ists in these series, handsome profits could be made. And yet, there were many areas overlooked. I recall that on 
occasion my customers would pay for their invoices with quantities of old large-size National Bank notes, at face 
value. A typical comment was: “I’ve been saving these things, but I don’t know why. Maybe you can use them.” 

John liked to call me “the Boy Wonder,” because, he said, that is what people called him when he was a 
teenager, and I reminded him of this. 
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At the Office 

As time went on I got to know John Ford better, often immersing myself in conversations regarding tokens 
issued in New York City, or the United States Assay Office of Gold in San Francisco, or numismatic literature— 
these being but several interests we shared. He invited me to his home on numerous occasions, and also into his 
back office at New Netherlands Coin Company, located on the fourth floor at the corner of Fifth Avenue and 
47th Street, New York City, the old premises of the Scott Stamp and Coin Company. 

Perhaps there are some readers today who can remember the New Netherlands layout. The premises were, 
shall I say, somewhat basic and minimal—probably not having seen the hand of a decorator for a generation. 
After alighting from the elevator and walking across a hard asphalt-linoleum type floor for a few feet, the visitor 
was confronted with a frosted glass pane, illuminated from behind, leading to New Netherlands’ office. 

Upon opening the door a counter was seen, done at a right angle, the form of a carpenter’s square or ell, with 
several chairs arranged in front, in the inside corner. The counter was low, and under a glass top were seen 
various tokens, sheets of obsolete paper money, and other items of interest. 

A protective wall was behind the counter at both angles, with a one-way mirror permitting a view of the 
goings-on out front by anyone who wished to view from the back. 

The staff basically consisted of three people: Charles M. Wormser, the president of the company and the 
greeter of most customers (unless they had a technical numismatic interest), his secretary, and John Ford. Ford’s 
office was in the back. 

Walter Breen had a desk close to the back side of the one-way mirror, but was rarely there. Instead, he worked 
by making notes in the office and doing his writing in his local apartment. However, on occasion he was on the 
premises to examine and classify coins or to meet selected clients. 

Walter Breen could not sell his way out of a paper bag, so to speak, but John Ford was a consummate sales¬ 
man and promoter—likely a candidate to sell a refrigerator to an Eskimo or a laptop computer to Bill Gates. 

Born with a natural gift for enthusiasm and salesmanship, Ford could make just about anything seem inter¬ 
esting, and he did. I was a ready customer for all sorts of things of which I knew very little. A rare token would be 
explained, price given, and I would buy it, scarcely having been aware of such an item earlier. 

John was a virtual walking encyclopedia of numismatic knowledge. It would be very difficult to mention 
anything in the American or Canadian series for which he did not have information. He had other knowledge as 
well—from literature and history, although he never was educated beyond high school. He enjoyed tweaking 
dealers who did not recognize what he was saying. With great savoir faire he told a prominent Midwestern dealer 
that he was “mendacious,” and the listener basked in the compliment. On another occasion he told a New York 
City dealer that his business methods were Machiavellian. Again, the recipient was flattered at receiving such 
praise. These stories are from JJF, as I wasn’t there when they happened. I suppose this was in the best tradition of 
P.T. Barnum, who invited people to go to the “egress,” seemingly a new attraction. 

New Netherlands catalogues were prepared by describing the coins on sheets of hand-written notes (Walter 
Breen’s favorite) and typed notes. After some checking back and forth the information was sent to the printer, 
who in time returned long white galley proofs. These were marked up by hand by JJF and Walter, sometimes with 
notes from an outsider (a few were sent to me), then returned to be corrected and printed. 

At the Home 

Each day during this era John Jay Ford was a commuter on the Long Island Railroad, to and from New York 
City. He and most others grew used to the procedure and even enjoyed it, providing time for reading and catch¬ 
ing up with inner thoughts and plans. He lived at 176 Hendrickson Avenue, Rockville Centre, out in Long Island, 
with his wife Joan and, eventually, three daughters. Somewhere in a New Netherlands catalogue there is a 
“Henderson Consignment,” thinly disguising the owner, JJF. 

The Ford home was comfortable and sort of typically American—what one might find on small lot on a 
street in a suburb where space is precious. In later years he drove a Lincoln Continental, often parked in the 
driveway on the right side of the house. In the 1950s and 1960s, when there was a national movement to build 
bomb shelters, to stock emergency provisions, and the like, John built a huge and expensive shelter/coin vault 
underground, far exceeding the original cost of his house. In it he kept most of his rare coins and paper money. 
Few were allowed into the inner sanctum. 
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Numismatic books, newspapers, correspondence, and files were tucked here and there in Ford’s home, usu¬ 
ally in piles, but not sorted or arranged. John always talked of the future—of books he was going to write, 
projects he was going to do. 


The Standard Catalogue 

John J. Ford’s two mentors in later years were Wayte Raymond and F.C.C. Boyd. Both lived in the area 
(Raymond in New York City, with a summer place in Montauk, on the tip of Long Island) and Boyd in New York 
City and New Jersey. 

Raymond had founded the Standard Catalogue in 1934. In the 1950s, with a thought to posterity, he hired 
Walter Breen to do research and transferred certain of his publishing interests to Ford. After Raymond died, on 
September 23,1956, many if not most of his American coins, tokens, and medals were purchased by John J. Ford, 
Jr., for his personal collection, and the New Netherlands Coin Co. 

Ford, captain of the Standard Catalogue, put out one edition after Raymond’s passing, the 18th, which ap¬ 
peared in 1958. It was envisioned that the Standard Catalogue would be vastly improved and issued on a regular, 
rather than on an occasional, basis. This never happened. This project and others were under the aegis of Ford 
Numismatic Publications, run by Ford, but with funds provided by a local automobile dealer, Werner Ameling- 
maier. In time, this new firm would update and publish reference books on most American series, many volumes 
to incorporate the scholarship of Walter Breen. This never happened. However, in 1958 Ford Numismatic Publi¬ 
cations issued a new version of Early American Cents, retitled Penny Whimsy, with Walter Breen and Dorothy 
Paschal contributing to the original Sheldon work. 

Ford’s other mentor, actually more of a numismatic pal, was F.C.C. Boyd (1886-1958), who in his twenties and 
thirties had been a leading dealer in rare coins. Later, he was an executive for the Union News Co. By stint of his 
own efforts he became a wealthy man. 

Boyd collected anything and everything in the American series. In the early 1940s he tired of certain special¬ 
ties, and through Abe Kosoff and the Numismatic Gallery (Abner Kreisberg became a partner in 1944) he sold his 
patterns as a lot (Kosoff then sold them to King Farouk), while the silver and gold issues were auctioned under 
the title of “The World’s Greatest Collection” in 1945 and 1946. If you ever want an eye-opening in regard to old 
and new scholarship, just compare Numismatic Gallery’s catalogue style and descriptions with those of New 
Netherlands a decade later. 

After Boyd died in 1958, JJF acquired many fabulous items for his own collection—including colonial and 
early paper, colonial coins, tokens, and medals. 

Other Affiliations 

In the meantime, a perfectionist by heart, Ford was occupied with the later New Netherlands catalogue or 
other matters of the moment. He never did find time to expand and dig into the many publishing projects he 
envisioned, although he did facilitate others. He was ever-willing to give advice to a few of his “pet” companies, 
including NASCA (Numismatic and Antiquarian Service Corporation of America), for which he was the guiding 
light, this being after his main activity with New Netherlands was left behind. 

NASCA, based in Rockville Centre, was envisioned as being a numismatic Utopia—staffed by world-class 
experts and turning out catalogues that were masterpieces of scholarship. Indeed, several luminaries were on 
hand, including Douglas Ball, Carl W.A. Carlson, and Martin Gengerke, among others. JJF fed a steady stream of 
consignments to its auctions and in general dictated policy. I am not aware that it ever turned much of a profit. 
Today, its catalogues stand high for their scholarship and are a valuable addition to a fine library. 

Stanley Apfelbaum formed First CoinVestors in Albertson, not far from Rockville Centre. This was a promo¬ 
tional outfit, mainly set up to sell coins to investors. However, for a long time Walter Breen was an icon on the 
staff and readily signed various certificates and assurances to buyers. JJF sold a lot of “deals” to Apfelbaum, 
mainly things he was able to buy in quantity through his numismatic connections. It was Apfelbaum who, when 
accused of selling vastly overgraded coins, blamed professional dealers, stating that he had been “taken.” This 
sowed the seeds in the early 1970s for what became the American Numismatic Association Certification Service 
(ANACS). Apfelbaum worked with Abe Kosoff in the early planning. 

In 1973) John J. Ford, Jr. became the first recipient of the prestigious Professional Numismatists Guild Founders 
Award, the highest honor bestowed on members by the guild. 
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Tweaking 

From time to time John would have a favorite or pet researcher, with Walter Breen being the first of several. 
I was certainly in this category for a brief time, but I always was independent, and did not automatically agree 
with everything John said. This was a negative, for JJF wanted a strong loyalty, no questions asked. Actually, this 
was not completely the case, for if a favorite researcher correctly challenged Ford and introduced new material or 
scholarship, Ford would be lavish in his praise. Otherwise it was sort of, “be quiet and listen.” On several occa¬ 
sions JJF asked me to be his business partner, the ultimate compliment, perhaps. 

I often enjoyed teasing John, or “tweaking” might be a better term. Although the New Netherlands business 
was conducted in a first class manner, setting a high standard for authenticity, grading, and knowledgeable com¬ 
ments, it was fun to point out a few cracks in the facade, even though some searching was needed to find them. 

Once John mentioned to me that he would never sell a reprint piece of currency from an old plate, and he 
vociferously decried someone else doing so. I then reminded him that years earlier in the New Netherlands 
showcase there were some modern reprints from old Chemicograph plates for Confederate notes. After turning 
slightly red and doing a double take, John, as always, had an explanation: that originals were not available any¬ 
way, these were for educational purposes, and the proceeds, or at least part of them, were going to a university 
library. 

In another instance he mentioned that he had never had a coin returned because it was proven to be false. 
Well, just about any coin dealer in business has had a problem with the unknowing purchase of a forgery or fake, 
but not New Netherlands, or so it was alleged. 

Scratching the deep recesses of my memory, I reminded John that he had told me that at one time he pur¬ 
chased a 1936 “Dot” Canadian cent, sold it, but later found it was a fake—and made an immediate refund. He 
seemed to have forgotten this. Of course, he was hoist on his own petard, as the saying goes, for I would not have 
known about it if he had not related the incident to me. 

Anyway, this was good fun and good sport, challenging each other. 

John had an interesting social persona. First and foremost he was a family man. Unlike many in the coin 
trade, he was never tempted by a lady of the night, nor did he lose his reason over too many glasses of ardent 
spirits. John did love red wine, had his favorite labels, and endeavored to educate others on the subject. John also 
loved cigars, preferably Cuban, and many were the boxes of such I paid for as a “tip” when he found me a rare 
colonial coin, or piece of paper money, by spotting it in some dealer’s stock and directing me to its purchase. 

Now and again John and Joan would take a vacation trip—not often. Las Vegas was a favorite destination of 
theirs, sometimes in company with Philadelphia dealer Harry Forman. He also enjoyed traveling around with 
Paul Franklin, who resided in Massapequa, not far from Rockville Centre, but who enjoyed poking around in old 
Western mining towns and the like. 

Perhaps because of memories from his impecunious childhood. John would rarely treat others at a gathering 
of dealers. I recall that after one spectacular sale held by New Netherlands, JJF said to his dealer friends, perhaps 
a dozen in all, the big spenders in the sale: “Let’s all go to Mamma Leone’s for a late-night dinner. I know the 
‘maitre’ and will give him a call to make a reservation.” 

At the restaurant we all had a good time. Then came the moment: the presentation of the bill to JJF, who 
seemed to be the host. John took the bill, checked the math (he always did this), then said, “Dave, your share is 
such-and-such,” around the table. About halfway through this, Abner Kreisberg, perhaps the most generous if 
not altruistic dealer I have ever met, stood up and said, “Hey, give me the check.” 

Over a long period of time I had many dinners at Mamma Leone’s. He did, indeed, know the maitre d, who 
would always come by the table and chat—such as about a party or dinner the restaurant had done for the 
Eisenhowers out in Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, or for Jack Kennedy and friends in a private room on premises. 

Over the Edge (Almost) 

I made it a point to attend most of the New Netherlands sales in New York City in the mid-1950s. At one 
particular event there was a marvelous collection of Hard Times tokens, anchored by multiple examples of the 
rare variety known as Low-i, with the portrait of Andrew Jackson. John Ford was after some of these for his own 
account, and so was Donald Miller, the latter also being a fine friend of mine, and an attorney from Indiana, 
Pennsylvania. 
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This particular sale was held high on the penthouse terrace of a New York City hotel, in which there were 
meeting rooms and also a bar, a setting ideal for a wedding reception or some other event. Don had a few drinks 
too many, and while passing a $500 bill around to the bar patrons to whet their interest and curiosity, found to his 
consternation that it had disappeared—nowhere in sight, no one knew where it was. To this day it is probably still 
missing. 

Miller was after one of the rarer sub-varieties of Low-i, as was Ford. I don’t remember all the details, but 
whatever happened, the two became involved in a vicious argument and shouting match on the open terrace 
outside of the bar. Miller grabbed Ford and pushed him against a low wall at the side of the terrace, with the street 
visible many floors below. A great struggle took place, and it seemed that Ford was about to be thrown to eternity, 
when a bunch of bystanders, including me, rushed to the scene and pulled Miller away, in effect saving Ford. If 
Ford had nine lives and used one up in the airplane accident, a second was used here! 

Luckily, calmness soon prevailed and the auction continued as planned. 

John had what could be called a steel-trap mind, a memory for trivia. He was an avid buyer not only of 
standard numismatic books, but, delightfully, of related histories, directories, and just about everything else. 
Moreover, he actually read or at least skimmed through what he bought. 

In Later Times 

Fast forward to more recent times, about 10 to 15 years ago, John approached me with the idea of doing a 
biographical book on his career, this in connection with the planned sale of his numismatic collections—the 
scope and form of which had not taken place yet. During this time we conducted the recording and note-taking 
sessions mentioned earlier. 

However, John’s motto was, “Sell from the bottom,” and every once in a while he would send a nice consign¬ 
ment our way. For example, we handled many of his Vermont copper coins, but these were his duplicates, not his 
main collection. We handled lots of other things, mostly sold anonymously or under the Boyd or Raymond 
names. For my own collection I bought whatever I wanted from the Raymond-Boyd-Ford collection of 
counterstamped coins, all of which I still have and enjoy. I made a great mistake in one purchase: I wanted to own 
an original copper-nickel 1861 Confederate cent. John told me he had seven of them (out of 12 said to have been 
struck), and sold me one. In a moment of temptation, or whatever, I sold it—immediately regretting what I had 
done. I asked JJF if he would sell me another, but there was no way! 

Somehow, John found the time to copy-edit several of my books and to write the introduction to one of my 
favorites. Whenever I turned out a new volume I would send him one, often two, one for “keeping” and the other 
for reading. John was a perfectionist concerning the condition of books and catalogues. If perchance one of our 
auction catalogues, Rare Coin Review issues, or something else arrived with a slight crease on a corner, he would 
call to get a replacement. Like as not, this would be carefully packaged and sent between two stiff pieces of 
cardboard. Also, if there was an error of fact under Lot 2321 on page 327 of the catalogue, John would find it and 
not only tell me about it once, but remind me of it often! Of course, this today is a fond memory—and even at 
the time I appreciated the constructive criticism, even if not phrased gently! 

There is so much more to be said about my friend John, one of the greatest numismatic figures of all time, 
but I hope you’ve enjoyed this brief sketch. Now, to the matter at hand: 

George Kolbe’s presentation of the Ford library is at once magnificent and a bit bittersweet, the last in view of 
the fact that at one time John Ford had so many ideas to utilize the volumes in books and other research publica¬ 
tions, but these never came to pass. However, it is indeed fortunate that a new generation can share these trea¬ 
sures. 

His books and catalogues are a reflection of what a numismatic library should be, but usually is not. The basic 
reference works and auction catalogues are there, but equally important to JJF were city directories, mining 
guides, and other Americana that often furnished inspirations and clues to numismatic research. 

I cherish the purchases I have already made in the Ford Library Sale Part I, nearly all of which were obscure 
things, and I plan to be a participant in the next event. How exciting!

Can we have your collec¬ 
tion of New Jersey Colonials, and various other good things that no one else has? Knowing your good nature, and willingness to help along 
the cause, we are banking on your assistance.”; 2) the aforementioned two page memorandum from Belden, outlining in detail the param¬ 
eters of the exhibit, concluding: “Should it receive the support it hopes to obtain from the collector, this exhibition will be the greatest 
collection of United States coins ever assembled, and will, no doubt, do much to stimulate the interest in this branch of numismatics.”; 3) 
a December 9,1913 letter from Belden, enclosing “herewith two copies of a list of the coins that you have so kindly loaned for the exhibi¬ 
tion. I would be glad if you.. .would note the values for the purpose of burgulary (sic) insurance on one of the copies, and return it to 
me... I reached New York all right with the coins... I enjoyed the day spent with you very much indeed...”; 4) Ryder’s copy of the four page 
“list of the coins,” including his collection of New Jerseys, Vermonts, and various other highlights, including the Good Samaritan shilling; 
and 5) a February 19,1914 letter from Belden: “As directed by the Council, I take pleasure in presenting you one of the Archer M. Hunting- 
ton medals, which please accept, with the compliments of The American Numismatic Society in recognition of your kindness in contrib¬ 
uting to the Exhibition of United States and Colonial Coins.”

On June 3, Bolender writes that “my book on THE UNITED STATES EARLY SILVER DOLLARS FROM 1794 TO 1803 is in the press and 
should appear between July 1 and July 15 .1 have your name down for one of the first autographed copies...” He also notes that “Some day 
I will be dead, but if the book is helpful to collectors after that, I will rest in peace!” Ford thanks Bolender for the complimentary example, 
inquires about purchasing several additional copies, and notes that “Before the war, I purchased a number of coins from your extensive 
sales, and was always quite pleased with your cataloguing, particularly in regard to condition.” In an “Announcement to Dealers” flyer 
listing book discounts to dealers, Bolender notes that “I’m getting only 1000 printed.” On July 2, Ford reports: “Your bids in my June 19th 
Sale were generally high, but you missed the boat.. .Your wide spread advertising concerning your book as well as your statements offering 
to buy at full Catalog have created a terrific demand here for the Dollar series.” Bolender replies: “Glad to hear your sale was a success, and 
bidding better on the early dollars. Mehl writes that his sold unusually high too. I did not mean to bull the market on them, but they have 
been too cheap lately. ..Iam willing to take several bushels of them.” In a July 13 letter, Bolender notes difficulty in obtaining “certain fine 
blue cloth” and on July 21 reports that “There has been a delay in the book binding...” In a July 24 letter terming Bolender “one of the most 
honorable men in the Coin game, Ford asks “Do you think that this is the right time?” to become “a full time dealer in New York City” 
Bolender responds on July 27 that “If you have saved up some money for capital, and if you are not expected to be called in the drafts that 
are almost sure to come, then, I advise you to open a coin shop in New York... Good education, and good conduct and character will bring 
you a fortune in N. Y. in a period of years.” At the end, Bolender notes of his book: “The kind of cloth for binding that I wanted, held the 
books up these few days. Now they are finished, and just in.” On August 3, Ford exults: “The Dollar book is everything I expected it to 
be.. .you have simplified a series that needed breaking down badly, and most of all, you have made additions and included actual degrees 
of rarity... The printing and binding jobs are obviously of the highest quality.” In a wonderful two page letter written on August 8, Bolender 
touches on many topics, including the widespread acceptance of and acclaim for his book, his original intention to issue it with photo- 
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graphic plates, mild displeasure with the quality of the actual plates, and permission for Ford “to use the original negatives for three sets of 
photographic plates only, one for you, one for the ANS, and one for me.” He encourages Ford to pursue his dream of becoming a full time 
coin dealer, noting that “Raymond, Mehl, the Chapmans, Johnson, and I all started in young. You should too. There will be other dealers 
really quite jealous of you and your firm, you may be sure. There will be unkind things. When I started up many years ago, there was a 
jealous and unscrupulous old fellow William Hesslein dealing in coins in Boston. He circulated false literature about me, said he sent me 
coins, and that I substituted a coin for one and returned it to him, and made up lies. A few of his subjects of course believed him, while I 
fought it out with the old fellow, and cut in on his business all the harder with n sales one year, to show him hot competition. A couple of 
these fellows that believed in him changed their ways sharply when they learned who was the real criminal, when they were cheated and 
defrauded out of a total of $10,000.00 for coins they had consigned at his sale (his last sale); Hesslein was gone suddenly, had left the 
country. The $10,000.00 was gone too, with Hesslein. Moral:- Just paddle your own canoe, and tend well to your own business.. .1 have 
worked hard at the business in my many years... I have plenty of money.. .perhaps 40 years from now you will recall some things from this 
letter. 1 hope so! ” The remaining correspondence discusses the possibility of issuing a larger edition of photograph ically-illustrated dollar 
books, the success of the 1950 A. N. A. convention (“$1400 for the 1799 over ’98 cent, unc. finest known”), and other interesting topics. In 
Bolender’s final November 9 letter, he writes: “I realize that my book is not perfect, and I have yet to see the first one that is. I could have 
done better had I had still more time. But I wanted to get the much needed work out, before my own time was up. One can never tell when. 
It answers the purpose, and has already stimulated interest in the series very noticeably.”

He should be ripe for a nice lot.”; two different versions in carbon copy of two page agreement 
for Boyd to handle the sale of the numismatic stock of New York Coin and Stamp Company, in which Boyd “is to receive out of all sales, 
as compensation for his services, a sum equal to 30% of the gross sales of the merchandise delivered to him.”; a typewritten list of frac¬ 
tional currency apparently consigned or sold to Wayte Raymond; etc.

A remarkable grouping. Interesting, unique, and of considerable importance. From it one can begin to comprehend the vast, indeed 
unparalleled, quantity of rare and desirable American coins that passed through the hands of B. G. Johnson, including—though far from 
being limited to—the extensive Brand family, Newcomer, and Colonel Green holdings. It also emphasizes Boyd’s role as a major collector 
and dealer of the day, and will certainly provide numismatic researchers the opportunity to extend provenances for many rare American 
numismatic items. A brief chronological overview follows. A four page 1934 invoice lists over one hundred Mexican coins (1810-1914) and 
a few other pieces, including several rarities, totaling $750.15; another 1934 invoice lists over sixty “O” and “CC” United States gold coins; 
several 1930s’ invoices featuring proof half cents; a 1936 invoice of thirty Hard Times tokens totaling $8.11.75, including a very fine Low 
106, along with an undated list featuring a Low 62 in silver and a Low 102 in brass, both of which appear, according to a July 20,1936 letter 
from Johnson, to have belonged to Armin Brand; in the letter just cited, Johnson also notes that “I would be very glad if you could get out 
here for a few days. I really thing you would find quite a lot of stuff you could use, because it is utterly impossible for me to guess 
everything you are interested in. Furthermore, we can do more work together in a couple of days than we can by mail in a month...”; a 
1937 invoice of pioneer gold totaling $3,303.00 includes a very fine 1849 Mormon $20.00, a $16.00 Moffat & Co. bar, a “No date. No name” 
$5.46 bar, etc.; more rare Mexican coins are featured in a two page $1,816.75 1937 invoice; a 1938 invoice features a “Book containing Die of 
Fractional Currency formerly owned by E. S. Sears” for $650.00; another 1938 invoice lists seven rarities totaling $2,675.00, including 
Parmelee’s 1774 Virginia Shilling, uncirculated 1796 and 1797 half dollars, and a “Proof” 1823 quarter dollar; a May 31,1938 invoice features 
two dozen United States gold coins totaling over $6,000.00, including a very fine small eagle 1797 half eagle; a June 30,1939 invoice lists an 
“Uncirculated, steel color, with glossy surface” 1838-O half dollar @ $1,000.00; choice patterns are featured in a December 10, 1940 
invoice, including A-W1403 @ $1,100.00 and A-W1406 @ $1,000.00; patterns are also featured in a July 16,1941 invoice, along with silver 
Civil War tokens and including a “Set of three copper Gobrecht Dollar Patterns”; over fifty Haseltine varieties of 1794 and 1795 half dollars 
are listed in a 1942 invoice, as well as a 15 stars 1796 “Die break at point of bust. Another extending through bust. Unc., with proof surface” 
@ $600.00; twenty-two pieces of fractional currency comprises a $1,277.50 1942 invoice; an April 22,1943 invoice lists a “1913 U. S. 54 
Nickel. Liberty head Proof” @ $1,000.00; an 1841 “Brilliant proof” quarter eagle @ $1,075.00 is featured in a 1943 invoice; a four page 1943 
$5,582.00 invoice features many 1850s cent patterns, three dozen different 1877 half dollars, in silver and copper, priced from $25.00 to 
$55.00, and 24,34 silver, and 54 nickel pieces; a September 21,1943 Johnson letter notes that “These are the first Colonial coins that I have 
ever taken out of the Newcomer-Green Collection,” and the accompanying one page invoice, totaling $5,041.75, includes a silver engrailed 
edge and “Bril. Proof” 1792 Washington half dollars, along with Parmelee’s “Washington Pattern Cent or 'h dollar”; a two page $5,092.50 
September 27,1943 invoice includes “10 U. S. Panama Pacific Patterns, Philadelphia Mint,” @ $1,000.00; six 1865-1879 “U. S. Pattern 
Double Eagles” and an 1861 A-W 334 totaling $8,050 are listed in a 1944 invoice, the last piece as a pencil addition; 1776 Continental 
Dollars are featured in an August 29,1944 invoice, including the Newcomer-Green “E. G. FECIT. In Silver” specimen @ $1,500.00 and the 
“E. G. FECIT. Unc. In tin. CURRENCY spelled CURRENCEY” @ $325.00; colonials, including a New Hampshire copper, Excelsior 
copper, Immunis Columbia, “Born in Virginia,” and other rarities in a 1945 invoice; rare colonials in an undated 1948 or 1949 invoice 
include “Crosby VIII-17. Finest known specimen of Granby coinage” @ $850.00, a Rosa Americana “(1722) Excessively rare penny with 
Rose bush on rev.

A fascinating bit of Numismatica Americana, providing unusual insight into the state of this landmark collection in the early 1950s. In a 
note following the title cited above, Breen further defines the most prevalent criterion for inclusion as follows: “Major varieties are defined 
as in the Standard Catalogue for 1953.” His detailed list includes several half cents, over two dozen large cents, three dimes, one quarter 
dollar, and one double eagle. Breen writes that “It has been suggested that 1793, G-3 (Crosby 2-A) be bought to replace coin now needed 
that was wrongly purchased as G-3.” He notes that “the finest of four or five uncirculated specimens presently known to me” will be sold 
in the upcoming Hillyer Ryder collection of half cents, as well as “an 1805 Large 5, stems, in mint state,” another coin on the list. Breen 
observes that “The 1793 strawberry leaf is now decided to be a pattern issue, hence unnecessary.” He lists the 1794 starred reverse cent and 
notes: “This one is also a pattern, but was put into circulation. Use your own judgment on whether to pay the high price which will be 
asked.” The key large cent desideratum was the “1799. Perfect date. One is urgently needed to replace the false specimen now owned. I know 
only 3 decent ones for sale in this year.” One of the ones listed is the Abbey cent, for which Breen provides a detailed pedigree chain of 22 
owners from “Purchased by a dealer named Rogers (Fulton St., N. Y.) from a yokel for $2” to “Present owner Thomas P. Warfield.. .This 
coin is now for sale.” Breen has crossed out the last sentence and notes in pencil: “Eliasberg now has it.” Breen concludes the list with a 
double eagle: “1861-S. Paquet reverse. Ex. Rare. 19250 coined—see 1953 Standard Catalogue. A regular issue, and a major type. Except for 
the Kosoff piece, which was offered last year for $750 (and which has gone a-begging at that figure) and a specimen in ANS, and another 
which Wayte Raymond swears is in Hartford or else in the J. W. Garrett estate, I do not know of the whereabouts of surviving specimens. 
Kosoff.. .still has his. I recommend its purchase if it can be obtained for under the $750 figure, but if he finds out that you are the prospec¬ 
tive purchaser he may want to raise his price—remember the 1873 CC dime without arrows. It may be better to buy through a dummy or 
another dealer who will not let it leak out.” Breen concludes: “It is very probable that the sale of the duplicates in your collection will go 
very far towards paying for the cost of the comparatively few specimens still required for completeness of this first-line collection.”

Housed in two 
official padded three ring binders, the first with a plush blue cloth spine, the other with a blue suede spine, 
both with a blank recessed panel at the top of the spine, grained tan leatherette sides and grained black leatherette 
inside covers, first coinvestors, inc. stamped in gilt at the base of both front covers. Essentially as new. (750.00) 
Not in the 1994-1995 Bowers and Merena sales, nor the Bass Library sales. Though portions of the text appear to be duplicated in the two 
volumes, sometimes it is entirely different, and in most, if not all cases, the relevant leaves comprise different printings, one sheet often 
being dated and/or numbered while its apparent equivalent does not share the same characteristics. The only other substantially complete 
example we have ever heard of or encountered, housed in one binder with no “duplication” and less complete than here, was initially sold 
in the June 24,1995 Money Tree sale to John W. Adams. It was apparently Breen’s own copy and was subsequently sold in the March 22, 
2002 Kolbe sale @ $700. According to the 1995 Money Tree catalogue, “(t)hese pages were created for the Type Coin Program offered by 
First Coinvestors, Inc. (FCI). In theory, each month, the customer would receive one United States coin from this program. With the coin 
was one of these cards which gave accompanying numismatic text.” The effusive preface, presumably written by FCI principal Stanley 
Apfelbaum, notes that “(t)he professional who wrote the descriptions of all the types of United States coins in your album is Walter 
Breen.. .Walter Breen is one of the few individuals in the entire world about whom the word professional can be used without any reserva¬ 
tions whatsoever. His reputation is so great that even other professionals consider it a privilege to be in his company for a few 
minutes.. .Whenever a rare coin expert doubted his own judgment about a rare coin.. .that was the time to turn to Walter Breen. Whatever 
he said would be accepted instantly by that expert.. .It was no small achievement for First Coinvestors, Inc. in getting Walter Breen to sign 
an exclusive lifetime contract to devote his knowledge and his talents in the rare coin field to the service of our clients.” The two page 
glossary is curious. While a smattering of useful everyday numismatic terms are included, the relevance of obscure heraldic terms such as 
langued, gules is questionable. The texts are vintage Breen, filled with important and interesting information, from arcane to ordinaire. 
Almost certainly the work never reached the stage of full distribution to First Coinvestor clientele, and the example offered here is likely 
the most complete extant.

The only example we have ever heard of or encountered. The preface appears to be essentially identical to that in the preceding lot, though 
the glossary present here includes definitions of a number of terms specific to the topic covered. The text appears to cover the entire range 
of federal issues, from gold dollars to double eagles, and concludes with a sheet devoted to commemorative gold coins and one on 
“California Fractional Gold.”

Preceding information 
derived from a handwritten note on an Ansco X-Ray Safety Film box, containing approximately two hundred 
seventy sheets of correspondence and manuscripts, mainly original or carbon typescript, a few handwritten, 
generally on 8 x 10.5 inch paper (original Breen typescripts and holographs) or 8.5 x 11 inch paper (carbon copy 
Ford typescript responses), some Breen letters typed on both sides. Generally fine. (5,000.00) 

A remarkable archive of early Breen/Ford correspondence, including a June 16,1947 letter written from San Antonio, Texas by Walter 
Breen to Wayte Raymond— the earliest of Breen’s numismatic writings ever encountered by your cataloguer. Unique and of utmost 
significance. Since his passing, it has become fashionable in some quarters to bash Walter Breen for factual and conceptual errors present 
m his numismatic magnum opus, Walter Breen’s Complete Encyclopedia of U. S. and Colonial Coins, and, to a lesser degree, in his more 
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specialized works. In Breen’s later years, perhaps because of the passage of time—more likely the result of a dissolute, dysfunctional 
lifestyle—he clearly had lost complete recall, and he did appear to “make it up” at times. When these missives were written however, Breen 
was at the height of his prodigious intellectual powers, and the penetrating, in-depth researches into American coinage on display herein 
are all the more remarkable since, numismatically speaking, he was “a babe in the woods,” and access to primary numismatic research data 
was fraught with difficulty. Among the more instructive aspects of this unparalleled archive is the sheer numismatic virtuosity displayed 
by John J. Ford, Jr. Breen, still a kid at the time, and Ford, in his early twenties, were numismatic peers. Breen exhibits more than a 
modicum of deference in his early letters, a favor later returned by Ford as it became clear to him that Breen’s analytical powers might well, 
as indeed they did, revolutionize American numismatic research. It is not entirely hyperbolic to say that, at the middle of the twentieth 
century and a few short years after the Manhattan Project changed the world at large, events were set in motion leading to a nuclear fission 
of sorts in the field of American numismatic research. Though clearly the beneficiary of a century of study in the field and allied with an 
unusually talented group of other researchers, Walter Breen brought the scientific study of American numismatics to critical mass far 
earlier than would otherwise have been possible. Some excerpts from this remarkable body of correspondence and notes follow. Though 
fairly extensive, they shed but faint light on the true materiality of these documents. On January 27,1950, Breen writes from Cushing VA 
Hospital in Framingham, Mass, to “Dear Mr. Ford,” ordering several coins from Ford’s advertisement in that month’s Numismatist , and 
noting in a handwritten postscript: “I am in the market for any early proofs. I also collect early U. S. of all kinds below silver dollars.” In his 
February 8 reply to “Dear Mr. Breen,” Ford writes: “Early Proofs, before 1858, vary widely in appearance. A Proof coin of this period is one 
struck for presentation upon a hand press. Some are brilliant, mostly all have some evidence of a wire edge. The Half Dime that I am 
sending you is quite tarnished and could no doubt be improved with a little clear ammonia and pure bicarbonate of soda. I sometimes 
clean coins for my collection, but never touch coins that I resell.. .Drop me a line whenever you need information or coins. I am always 
willing to be of service.” In a February 13 letter, Breen acknowledges receipt of the coins, noting that “I regret that I was not up and around 
when you advertised the 1831 and 1834 half dimes; Pittman says that those are two very rare dates in proof.” In a postscript written four days 
later (“Sorry for delay -1 have been on pass”), Breen discusses the scarcity and importance of recut and overstruck dates, cites Sheldon and 
Carothers, and observes that “The earliest items of this kind, especially around 1800-1819, are a mute testimony to the early dark hours at 
the Mint, when bills were repeatedly introduced recommending abolishment of the Mint...” In a March 6 letter, Breen requests that a 
proof 1855 half cent be sent on approval, noting “that some dealers consider me hard to please—but I think you are reasonable and 
accurate in descriptions, and that is all I ask.” Further March to May correspondence discusses in some detail “the so-called Dr. Dickeson 
restrikes,” including an early version of a Breen article on “Trial Piece Designed for U. S. Cent 1792.” In a seven page May 8,1950 letter 
noting continued use of the “Haseltine Type Table,” Breen includes a detailed, rather remarkable “first draft of a table of equivalents for 
both quarter dollars and halves.” He observes that “the Browning work... is almost unobtainable” and that the Beistle work is “frequently 
unintelligible,” concluding “That this listing seems so incomplete is a result of Beistle’s inept descriptions of many varieties, some of which 
1 have been unable to locate anywhere.” In a remarkable, detailed May 21,1950 letter on the topic, Ford proposes “some sort of an article on 
Restrikes, et al, as a joint venture.. .This could not be done over night, and would probably take a couple of years. What do you think of the 
idea?” In even greater detail, Breen responds two days later, observing that “for over three years I have been doing intensive research in 
almost all of these fields or sub-fields of U. S. numismatics, and I believe that I may be able to help somewhat, as you have already helped 
me...Agreed without cavil or qualification: collaboration on ‘pieces de caprice’ in U. S. coins. This should perhaps include all restrikes, 
mules, etc. and other pieces which are neither true patterns nor ‘die-runs’. The idea you suggest is wonderful. So what if it does take a 
couple of years? The biggest trouble, as far as I can see, is just what items to include and what to exclude. Probably half the pieces in A-W 
will eventually have to be included as the third kind—neither flesh nor fowl nor good red herring, i.e. neither pattern, nor trial, nor 
experimental pieces. I did extensive research on them in 1947 and came to the same conclusion.” In a May 26,1950 letter, Breen lists “Some 
statistics on proof cents, 1817-57.” In a June 4,1950 letter, Breen lists in great detail pattern and experimental pieces recorded by R. Coulton 
Davis “and arbitrarily discredited either by AW or by later cataloguers (INCLUDING Dr. Judd!) though rediscovered or else reliably listed 
or recorded elsewhere.” In a chatty June 12,1950 letter. Ford writes that “Our proposed idea concerning the eventual compilation of a book 
on questionable U. S. items, from Restrikes to ‘Pieces de Caprice’ is excellent, but like yourself, I do not know where to begin... 1 have the 
advantage of a fairly good library on U. S. coins, and at the rate I’m putting it together, it should be one of the best privately owned in a few 
years... ” In an undated 1950 letter, Breen proclaims his grandiose numismatic raison d’etre: “I have hoped since 1947 to cover, alone or in 
collaboration, every unfinished series which will be worth the effort (therefore excluding something like the modern issues since, say, 
1930); and have indeed done research on just about every one of those series except the early dimes.” On June 20,1950, Breen sends a 
remarkably detailed and conceived eight page single-space typescript comprising “Installment 2 of the ESSAI notes,” of a probable total of 
“ 12 to 20 installments.” An abbreviation key is provided, which “will be consistently used in later installments.” He further explains: “The 
rather unsystematic presentation in some parts of these notes bears witness to their essentially secretive character, some material being 
accumulated over several years. Moreover, references to AJN, CCJ, etc., year, month and page, in the original notes were generally given 
verbatim, thus quadrupling the volume even in cipher. Omissions of this material, substituting for it ‘chapter 8< verse’ references have been 
made with more confidence, since you claim to have one of the finest numismatic libraries. If however you to want further bibliographical 
or other notes, they will be supplied.” In a July 6, 1950 letter, now addressing his correspondent as “Dear W. B.,” Ford recants earlier 
statements about an 1833 half cent sent to Breen on approval: “You were right in not liking it. At this stage of the game, I do not believe it 
to be a Proof in the full sense of the word.. .the old maxim still holds true- ‘A Proof is not a Proof when there is any doubt.’ ” Sometimes 
salacious numismatic gossip, often present in both correspondent’s writings, follows: “A. J. Fink is strictly N.G. He is about as dumb as a 
fox... Fink’s attributions are only meant as‘Sucker Bait.’You order the Hays #30, plus other coins that you would not order ordinarily, and 
sadly find out that the #30 either is not #30 or that it already has been sold. By pure luck you may get something good from the man.. .The 
1943 Cents in Silver [a previous topic of discussion] are popping up in New York.. .The standard buying price, by Dealers, in New York is 
a little high- from $15 to $20 for nice pieces.” Ford praises Breen for his installment on essais: “Your notes are excellent...They form a 
superb basis for detailed research,” and demurs on the extent of his library: “I hope to have one of the finest owned Numismatic Libraries, 
I didn’t mean to infer that I already had it.” Several letters to and/or from others are also present here. In an undated letter to Homer 
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Downing, Breen shares “the information I have on all three of the false-metal impressions or trial pieces of the 1804 cent so-called restrike.” 
Perhaps the most notable missives, however, are three September-October 1948 letters discussing patterns from William Guild to the “old 
Maestro himself,” Wayte Raymond, and a 16 June 1947 letter by Walter Breen to Wayte Raymond, written on Bexar County National Bank 
of San Antonio, Texas stationery. The Guild letters discuss the nature of specific pieces and, more importantly, touch upon the collabora¬ 
tive research going on at the time “on this question of attempting the revision of the A.W. pattern list... so far an exhaustive research job 
has been done covering several hundred sales catalogues, some going even as far back as the 1860’s.. .One of the most important points 
that seems to me before the final proof reading is completed is to arrive first as a definition of the word Pattern as well as a definition of the 
terms Trial and Experimental pieces, and you will be glad to know that Dr. Judd, Colonel Curtis and I and Walter Breen made quite a good 
deal of progress in this direction.” Walter Breen’s June 16,1947 letter to the doyen of American numismatics is striking. In it, he appeals to 
“one of the best-informed authorities on the subject of U. S. coins for answer to some questions which have come up and have heretofore 
been (to me) unanswerable.” At this early date, Breen already exhibits in the formulation and depth of his queries a mastery of the die 
varieties of United States half cents and cents, as well as an intimate knowledge of patterns, presumably based largely on access to the 
important collection formed by early mentor William Guild. Returning to Breen/Ford correspondence, in a July 7,1950 letter Breen carries 
on the discussion about 1943 silver cents and related pieces, suggesting that they could be pieces de caprice: “remember your friends at ANS 
agree that Sec’y Snyder is a would-be Woodin.” During the summer of 1950, Breen writes numerous further installments of his essai notes, 
which are present here. Ford also snipes at fellow dealers: “I place Hollinbeck in the Kosoff class- in other words, a lot of noise, beating of 
drums, and so on, coupled with an extremely limited knowledge of coins or numismatics as such.. .The Kagin boys are much worse than 
Abe, the latter having some interest in learning something.” In an August 4,1950 letter. Ford further elaborates: “I agree with you that 
Kosoff means well. However, Kreisberg knows less about coins than you do about refining oil. Mehl carries on as he is damn independent, 
but of late he feels that he is King. His catalogs are a travesty, as the cuts are generally of coins sold years previous, the descriptions are little 
more than a play on words, and the condition descriptions are really a farce...” In the same letter, Ford notes that he is sending Breen an 
original Crosby priced at $25.00 and a presentation copy of Bolender’s new dollar book, also observing that “Your library seems somewhat 
limited, if you do not mind my saying so. I am a bug on books. I have all of the standard works on Cents, except the 1869 Dr. Maris on 
1794’s, the 1793 Levick Plate and the first, 1881 edition of Andrews. I am complete on the balance of standard U. S. Standard texts, with the 
exception of Wurtzbach on Massachusetts Silver, for which I will pay $10.00. My Auction Catalogs include sixteen of the twenty two Large 
Chapmans, all being with plates and uniformly bound. There are a number of gaps to fill, particularly in the early catalogs, a number of 
plate catalogs, W. W. Wilson, Betts, and many others, including the Levick sale, etc. I have the Numismatist, with a few gaps back to 1908, 
and so on. I need the entire set of A.J.N. badly. To give you some idea, I have spent nearly $1000 on books, on U. S. only, since 1946. I’m 
going to keep my eyes open for anything decent in Numismatic books. If I find anything that I feel you would like I’ll let you know. Books 
are not only knowledge, but a damn fine investment.” In an undated letter, Breen comments upon 1950 A. N. A. politics: “Shades of 
NUMISMA with its backbiting and gossip! I hoped that poison-pen writers in numismatics had gone out with the Victorian Age.” In a 
broader political context, Breen observes: “I have been predicting World War III for 1952...it has become increasingly apparent that the 
Russkis will not hesitate to precipitate global war...while our best troops are detained in trying to hold a beachhead during this Korean 
debacle.. .1 don’t fear the Russians as much as I do the armed socialist government that we will certainly have if war is declared...” In a 
fascinating August 8,1950 letter, Breen goes into detail concerning errors in Wayte Raymond’s Standard Catalogue section on patterns, 
brought to his attention by William Guild and Breen and extensively recapitulated in this letter, as well as the dispersal of essais from the 
F. C. C. Boyd collection: “As you probably know, Kosoff had it first for sale at fixed prices.. .Mr. Guild got the bulk of the rarities.. .Then 
one Sol Kaplan heard about the windfall and bought the remainder of the collection intact.. .jacking up the prices 50% to 175% across-the- 
board. Guild never bought any more from that collection... Now of course that was the same collection WR had access to for his pattern 
sections of Standard Catalogue...some of Woodin’s collection had gone to F. C. C. Boyd, therefore another connection with this WR 
story.. .The whole WR business... was going to lead up to a Standard Catalogue of U. S. Patterns.. .’’In an undated letter from Framingham, 
Breen writes: “There has come some unwelcome but not unexpected news: I am to be discharged from the Hospital on or about the 25th 
of August, and at present I don’t know just what I will be doing.. .I’ll let you know my new address as soon as I find out what it will be; until 
then, Cushing Hospital will be sufficient address. Do you, as far as that goes, know where I could get in with my numismatic knowledge??? 

I very definitely will be needing a job...” Ford responds on September 2,1950, apologizing for not doing so earlier: “During the past few 
days I have had long talks and discussions with Wayte Raymond. Please Walt, keep anything that I tell you in this connection highly 
confidential. To begin with, I have been planning to enter the coin business as a full time dealer in New York City. WR, and others, were 
lined up to assist me.. .This is all gone for the present anyway. The Army is hot on my neck.. .All I can do is wait. Part of the deal with WR 
was for me to assist him in the complete revision of the Standard Catalog.. .1 told WR about you. As Patterns, et al, will appear in the new 
Standard Catalog...You can help here. Also, you could make up the entire section on ‘Restrikes’ and similar pieces. This would include 
Colonials as well as the regular U. S. series.. .There will be a few bucks in it for you, as WR intends to pay for any help given him. I do not 
know what to tell you about a job. To prostitute your knowledge and ability with the average dealer is just plain foolish.” Breen responds 
forthwith, enclosing twelve pages of dense typescript with a September 7 letter, comprising “the first installment of a rush job on the notes 
on Regular Issues and kindred fields.” Later in the month, Breen sends eighteen additional pages, comprising “Installment 10 of Essai 
Notes” and “Installment 2 of Regular notes.” He also proposes that Wayte Raymond, “in the CCJ.. .issue a reprint of Browning.” Entrepre¬ 
neur Ford replies on September 26 that “I am way ahead of you on reprinting Browning. Raymond has sold me the copyright and I have 
the original glass negatives from which the plates for the book were made. I intend to publish a limited edition with genuine plates, 
mounted on linen, to be sold for $10.00 or so. Please keep this highly confidential.” The letter closes with a request for personal informa¬ 
tion: Tell me if you have any other income or if you came down here how you could add to the part time dough that WR would give you. 
Also let^me know how you got into the hospital. None of this is my business, but I would like to help you and need facts to build up a 
picture. Two days later, Breen writes to congratulate Ford “on the Browning. Mum’s the word.” He also encloses several pages of updated 
quarter dollar data and a seventeen page “Trial list of PIECES DE CAPRICE, basis for eventual listing in 1951 STANDARD CATALOGUE.” 
He responds negatively to the first part of Ford’s closing query: “No other income of a regular kind” and continues rather reluctantly: 
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“Now don’t be shocked or scandalized when I tell you in answer to your question: My stay of slightly under 2 years at Cushing Hospital 
(VA) was in the psychiatric wards. Obviously not all that time was spent locked up, or I never could have gotten in touch with you to buy 
coins—or anything else. Suffice it to say that in 1948 right around time of Boston ANA Convention or little after, malnutrition and a 
couple of other things produced a mild nervous breakdown. The doctors say I am OK now and have been for some time. Certainly NO 
relapse is expected. Unfortunately, service-connection hasn’t been established, so no pension is forthcoming.” In an October 17,1950 letter. 
Ford supplies further information on the upcoming Browning reprint (“I dislike the term ‘Reprint’ as it only brings to mind the trash 
turned out by Kelly and Green in recent years"), proposes to enclose Breen’s “Haseltine-Browning notes” with it as a leaflet (“As I’m 
working close on the Haseltine-Browning deal I will not be able to pay you for your work.. .1 will give you the Proof Dime I mentioned 
sometime back for your efforts if I actually print and use the leaflet idea”), and reassures Breen: “Do not feel at all concerned about your 
hospital stay.” Marvelous data are present in a twenty page single-spaced typescript devoted to half dollar varieties, “Notes on MINT 
REPORTS,” and data on silver dollar varieties. On November 4,1950, Ford writes: “Wayte Raymond will be located in New York for the 
season come November 20th or 22nd, and I think that would be a good time to see him. Perhaps you can talk him into carfare and lunch 
money for a careful examination of the secrets of Washington, D. C.” In a January 9,1951 letter written in Washington, D. C., Breen writes 
that he has “Arrived and started with Mr. Mosher as I told you, and some of the unpublished data to be found at the Smithsonian were 
themselves worth the price of the trip to Washington.. .Also the Mint Collection has much unrecorded material; I have attributed this in 
full (a matter only of about 3 or 4 days in all), and I don’t think Mr. Raymond could object to this since he did not set me a deadline for 
starting or finishing this Archives assignment... ” On January 26,1951 Ford writes: “I am damn sorry that I have not written you earlier, but 
I joined forces with Charlie Wormser on January 8th and am now actively connected with the New Netherlands Coin Co. Inc. Since our 
getting together I have been busy as hell getting coins into shape and cataloging material for our next sale. In the meantime, I have 
discussed your progress with WR, and have noted with great interest the very evident progress that you are making. Make WR’s money last 
as long as possible and dig out anything and everything that looks meaty. You seem to have an eye for juicy material.. .In the meantime, I 
will talk to WR and others, and find out all available information concerning your contemplated position at the A. N. S... .Incidentally, the 
1951 Standard Catalog is on the stands, and our article on ‘Restrikes’ looks like a million dollars.. .Keep up the good work. WR seems quite 
pleased. I only wish and pray that you could break the story of the 1804 Dollars and prove that they were first struck in the period 1840,42.” 
Breen responds on January 20: “Are you telling me to ‘dig out everything’??? Ye gods, what can one do in one month? As is, unless WR 
decides to hold me over for the rest of February I will have to return before the 15 th of that month—saving the chance of spending by way 
of escaping this Siberian weather!! a few days in St. Petersburg with W. Guild. Even so, of the some 16000 documents seen, all I have been 
able to do with some is to make notes for future researchers, e.g. on Mint medals since before 1820, the New Orleans scandals, the mechani¬ 
cal improvements at the Mint introduced by one Franklin Peale as a result of his trip around Europe in the 1820-30’s.” The letter continues 
with some specifics, and Breen concludes that “All in all this trip (if it is not cut short) will have been immensely profitable in terms of 
DATA.” The final letter from Breen present here, undated (though apparently written shortly before Easter 1952), is the first sans formal 
honorific, being headed “Dear John." Breen has apparently catalogued and is returning a “Remarkable collection” of early silver dollars, for 
which “I unconditionally guarantee attributions of all of these as they are now.. .Also I suggest, for aesthetic and psychological reasons, 
that you get rid of the Stack (ugh!) envelopes on those seven coins that still retain them.” Intending to visit New York in late April, Breen 
requests “directions on just what books and notes to bring up, etc., or what sort of material I will be attributing. Do you really expect to 
have the HKD material on hand by then? If so, will this include the library? Will I be expected to do the pedigrccing, etc., at that time?” 


“ You have a lot on the ball Walter, but you must listen to me... You need the A. N. S, you 
need W. R., and you need N. N. They all need you, but they want something to say about 
the terms, and they are not sure that they need you, on your terms.

A fascinating treasure trove of Breen notes and research materials, along with many other items. Much of it pertains to Breen’s research in 
the National Archives, but also present here are important research materials on a bewildering variety of numismatic and personal topics. 
Unless mentioned otherwise, manuscript materials mentioned below may be assumed to have been authored by Breen and sent to Ford. 
A brief—wholly inadequate—overview of material present here follows, viewing before the sale is highly recommended. Items present here 
include: “Notes on the 1829 SMALL DATE half eagle”; a November 21,1951 letter to Wayte Raymond discussing future contributions to the 
Standard Catalogue-, two photostatic copies of an 1860s Mint manuscript titled “Account of Expenditures for the Mint Cabinet..a 1953 
list of Longacre dies in the Mint; a fascinating undated letter to John Ford mostly detailing research in the archives (“Have just begun to hit 
real pay dirt”), along with scuttlebutt (“The general opinion among collectors seems not to vary: Mr. Wormser is a thorough 
gentleman... John Jacob (sic) Ford is an ill-mannered ass who lost the firm all the good will it had... [I] Think that the people who owned 
the McCoy hoard of CSA paper are principally responsible for the damage to NN’s reputation... they resented being ‘high-pressured into 
selling for much less than the bills were really worth’ and that this opinion was forced into existence by reports of how much you got for 
those bills in Chicago and at the Ryder sale. The thing I fear most is that the Katz boys may benefit by the business NN loses... ”); another 
undated letter combines research finds and gossip, including a declaration of independence: “To hell with my social life. I do not see where 
anything I do outside numismatics concerns you or CMW, and CMW has agreed with me on this.”; friendly 1950-1951 correspondence 
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between Ford and Eric Newman wherein each is still addressing the other as “Mr.”; a two page typescript on Ford stationery entitled 
“Background and history of the NEW JERSEY WASF1INGTON CENT especially prepared for Mr. Melvin Fuld, Baltimore, Md. January 
27,1951”; handwritten notes recording a hoard of counterfeit British halfpence, Connecticut coppers, etc., apparently pertaining to “the 
Fairfield County hoard” discussed in a July n, 1951 letter: “The fratelli have agreement in their separate stories on this much: the hoard was 
found during excavations in tearing down an old barn in 1950, in an iron pot; it consisted of 200-250 pieces, all copper, all bought by Ben 
Stack for $250 for stock; out of the lot have so far been sold 8 Vt. And 27 or so Ct. cents, all br. Unc.” (much additional information follows); 
several 1951 letters relating finds in the Archives, gossip, etc.; a July 6,1951 letter from Ford beginning: “Before talking numismatics, may I 
inquire concerning your personal problems? How is your beard- and do you plan to regularly visit a barber? Also, do you own a pair of nail 
clippers and if so, do you use them. Remember your promise in this respect.” ... and ending: “HAVE YOUR HAIR CUT REGULARLY. 
KEEP YOUR NAILS CLEAN. KEEP YOUR CLOTHES CLEAN. WASH EVERY DAMN DAY. Don’t laugh, I’m a SOB.”; a typescript on 
“Fabrications & Struck Copies (Colonials) etc.”; a three page typescript listing “Sources etc. for Important Pieces in Bushnell Sale”; re¬ 
search on the “Washington Liverpool Halfpenny” and “Provenance & History & Pedigree: George Clinton Cents”; a listing of “Early Plated, 
Priced & Named Catalogues in A. N. S”; an undated 1951-1952 letter, in which Breen notes “I’m now in line for congratulations. Just got the 
news that I’ve been elected to Phi Beta Kappa, most unexpectedly!” and also including a five page “revised and corrected list of Downing 
assignments of Rty. & Basal Values, featuring fascinating commentary; in a May 14,1952 letter, Ford writes that “I had a little talk with the 
people at the A. N. S. I had the story wrong about who you sassed. It seems that it was the guy at the door. They are all steamed up about 
it, and after a lot of talk, decided to put it all in my lap. They want me to talk to you, and if I can get you to conform, they will give you one 
more chance. That is all very nice, unless West or Ives go haywire. I also talked to W. R. about things in general, and he agrees with me that 
you will have to look like, dress like, and sound like a ‘Social Lion.’ I know this burns you up, and that you hate discipline.. .Unfortunately, 
you will have to do a lot of things that you think are nonsense.. .Once you get use[d] to ‘conforming,’ it isn’t so tough.. .You have a lot on 
the ball Walter, but you must listen to me.. .If they want it that way, we’ll give it to them. You need the A. N. S, you need W. R„ and you need 
N. N. They all need you, but they want something to say about the terms, and they are not sure that they need you, on your terms. It is as 
simple as that.”; in an undated 1952 letter, Breen writes that “I do want you to and will greatly appreciate the proofs of the entire ANA Conv. 
Catalogue.. .we want this thing to become a standard reference, like the Bushnell, Jenks 1921 or Crosby catalogues.. .Now about the ANS. 
Evidently the character you speak of is the little short mesomorphic guard that has a habit—a black and nasty one—of yelling at people... I 
am not weeping any tears of Holy Contrition for sassing that somatorotic fool. ..Iam not going to back down. Now are you going to tattle 
that to ANS? As for looking like a ‘Social Lion,’ to use your cliche, I can’t do that with the money I have left—the squeeze is getting tighter, 
and will have to be relieved.. .If I have sounded particularly irate in this letter, blame it on old fussbudget at ANS. No ill will to you, of 
course.”; brief typescripts on Struck Copies, Wyatt’s Copies, Idler’s Copies, Edwin Bishop, Robinson’ Copies, Idler Mules, Dickeson Cop¬ 
ies, Somer Island Mules, Edwards’ Copies, and Wuesthof; a typewritten review of the 1953 Standard Catalogue; a handwritten numismatic 
article by John Ford; a typescript on the “Paquet Reverse $20 of 1861,” concluding that “No good argument, therefore, appears against the 
claim that 1861 proof $20’s from the Paquet die were issued as bona fide regular issues by the U. S. Mint.”; a three page typescript for the 
June 1954 Numisma “Question Box”; a sheet of handwritten Ford notes pertaining to “Reference Information on Bars & Ingots, etc.”; In a 
December 17,1954 letter to “Dear John” Ford, Eric Newman writes: “I am sure you would be interested in knowing that I outbid Mr. Mehl 
for his own merchandise and obtained the Confederatio small stars [termed a “Fake” in a handwritten note by Ford]...The interesting 
thing about Mr. Mehl’s auctions is that you always get the item at your highest figure. I told him so and also told him that I did not wish 
to bid against him”; a twenty-one page typescript titled “Gold and Silver Coinage Revision: Southern Branch Mints”; a handwritten ten 
page listing with values in an unknown hand of the “Newcomer Collection of Pattern Cents”; a three page, nine page, and eleven page 
Preliminary Report on Proofs, Essais, Restrikes and Related Material (Archives),” accompanied by a February 7, 1951 letter to Wayte 
Raymond reading in part: “Herewith I enclose a preliminary report on my findings on PROOFS...So far I have examined about 45,000 
documents... the 1849 [double eagle] story is cracked... Some of the material enclosed may be at variance with previous theories. I can 
supple documentary evidence for all...”; typescript corrections for various Breen articles; etc.; etc.

Some of the bidders he was representing appear to have been bargain 
hunters that a more experienced dealer would not have bothered with. On the other hand, he appears to have purchased over a hundred 
lots at the sale and cannot be faulted for his industriousness in lining up some ten or more different bidders on whose behalf he was acting. 
Successful bidders include H. Wood, V. B., Hy, Hill, Emery, Booth, A, and Light. For Hy he purchased a 1793 chain cent for $21.00, and for 
Hill he bought the George III Indian peace medal, Leroux 831, for $57.00. Little is known of G. C. Adams beyond the sketchy biographical 
details recorded by John Adams. His career as a coin dealer and auctioneer was brief, beginning in 1903 and ending in 1906, when he was 
expelled from the American Numismatic Association. A decade later, Tom Elder termed Adams “a unique numismatist who formerly had 
offices in the Scrapiron, and an interview with whom is sought by several individuals.”

Dr. Sheldon, as I told you, 
started Sheraton’s and he claimed he had both of the ’99’s” which he bought from Carl Wtirtzbach for $2,000.00 and Sheraton’s offered 
them at $2,000.00 each . It is difficult to straighten out the conflicting Hines stories.” Excerpts of the second letter follow: “Thank you for 
your very appreciative letter of 27 January. Such letters make me feel that I did not waste the over twenty years it took me to complete the 
book. I agree with you that the plates are the best ever.. .In answer to your question about illustrating 1804-18141 have been thinking for 
some time that it would be a good idea to illustrate all of the varieties of large cents 1793-1814, with the new and old numbers, and some 
explanatory notes. If we can get plates equal to my new ones it should be a ‘best seller’. My collection at the A. N. S. contains all known 
varieties with the exception of the lettered edge Jefferson Head... 1 think plates of these years will last for a long time.. .Should it be decided 
that such a publication is desirable and practical I would want to go to New York to pick out the cents to be photographed.” Presumably— 
and in retrospect, lamentably—Dr. Sheldon’s publication of Early American Cents the following year led Raymond to abandon this grand 
proposal. Its implementation would have obviated to at least some degree the later depredation of Clapp’s collection.

The Chapman catalogues enumerated here clearly comprised the basis of the February 4,1970 Harmer, Rooke Million Dollar Book Sale. 
On July 30,1964, Cohen, then apparently in the employ of the Baltimore firm Maintenance Chemicals Corporation, writes: “Thought you 
might be interested in the following: Chapman catalogues. 1. Private bid books and account sales. Total of 82.. .58 bid books (33 are bound) 
and 24 account sales. 2. Catalogues, large loose plates, miscl. Price lists...Over 1600 catalogues...some with...some without plates...163 
large Chapmans... I have an inventory of all of the above broken down by sale, date, etc.” In an August 6th reply, Ford writes that he is “very 
much interested” and asks Cohen to send the inventory before he leaves “for the A. N. A. convention and to make various visits around the 
country on Thursday, August 13th.” Cohen responds on August 10th: “Suddenly it’s spring! Everybody and his brother wants copies of my 
Chapman inventory. Because of the short time between the arrival of your letter and your leaving for ANA.. .What I have done.. .is send 
you my work sheets and inventory control sheets, i.e. the carbon copies with personal notes.” Three sheets of carbon typescript and one 
handwritten sheet are attached, comprising Cohen’s “work sheets.” Five separate “inventory control sheets” on oblong ruled accounting 
sheets provide a listing of regular Chapman catalogues, large and small format, prices realized lists, loose plates and engravings, etc. 
Included were 61 Jackman catalogues, 150 Cleneay prices realized lists, 891929 McKean sales, 8 plated Boeing-Bridgman sales, etc. Replying 
belatedly on September 29,1964, Ford still expresses interest but his ardor appears to have cooled, perhaps because it had become clear that 
the items listed had already been “picked over” by Ford when the Chapman catalogue inventory was the property of Ed Rice. In any case, 
described as “A Numismatic Treasure Now Offered For the First Time at Public Sale,” the “82 personal bid and private account sale books” 
were offered for sale in a September 1965 full page Numismatist advertisement by Bernard and Bruce Gimelson for $3,500.00. Between 
then and the 1970 Harmer, Rooke sale, a half dozen bid books appear to have been acquired by John Ford. Signaling perhaps the early 
beginning of the modern numismatic literature market, Harry W. Bass, Jr. purchased the bulk of the remaining fifty-two Chapman bid 
books in the Harmer, Rooke sale, though, from today’s viewpoint, at undeniably bargain prices [approximately $10.00 per catalogue on 
average). The remainder of the hoard appears to have largely been absorbed by the numismatic literature marketplace in the intervening 
years. In the early 1980s, Jack Collins and your cataloguer purchased several hundred small format Chapman catalogues from this cache, 
perhaps around the time that John Adams acquired a quantity of 1918 Jackman and Bement catalogues to be wedded with new impres¬ 
sions of the plates from the original glass negatives in his possession, via John Ford, at the time.

An interesting letter proposing that Cohen’s collection, housed in fifteen folio volumes, be acquired by the government. Mayer’s missive 
begins by noting that “I have lately had an opportunity of examining thoroughly the superb Collection formed by Dr. Joshua I Cohen of 
this city, during the last forty years, of the Colonial and early Continental or Congressional Currencies of North America .” An interesting 
account of the collection, comprising “nearly three thousand specimens ”, follows, and Mayer’s letter concludes: “As mere curiosities these 
fifteen important volumes would be of inappreciable value to any enlightened Collector. But, as an unique assemblage of American 
C ur r ency during our early periods , an assemblage which it will not be possible to duplicate hereafter, I regard the set as a National Historic 
Work, which, (if Dr. Cohen parts with it,) should not be suffered to pass into any other collection than that of our Government. Congress 
should be eager to obtain it. If now neglected, in a few years, our successors will be surprized (sic) at the indifference of an ancestry which 
allowed such a record to escape it. I beg leave, most respectfully, to call your attention to the matter, as I understand Dr. Cohen would be 
willing to relinquish it for such a national destination.” Those successors who witnessed the difficulties experienced exactly a century later 
when Josiah Lilly’s gold coins finally became part of the national numismatic collection might not be as surprized as Mayer imagined that 
his proposal would fail to reach fruition. Cohen’s collection was ultimately sold by auction, at the beginning of the Great Depression in 
1930, for $8,250.00 by Anderson Galleries (vide lot 133 in the 2004 Ford Library sale). A Baltimore native, Brantz Mayer (1809-1879), was a 
noted lawyer and author, as well as an accomplished numismatist. Some of the valuable specimens in the 1878 Strobridge sale of the Snow 
Silver Cabinet came from his collection and George Massamore’s March 1-2,1882 auction sale catalogue bears his name. Constitutional 
lawyer and diplomat Reverdy Johnson (1796-1876), was likewise a native of Maryland, whose political career during and after the Civil War 
was quite notable if fraught with inconstancy caused by sympathy for the South yet a strong belief in the preservation of the Union.

Rarely offered. Few copies appear to have been retained, given the work’s preliminary nature, expressed as follows by the Committee at the 
base of the title: “Collectors having pieces not mentioned herein, will confer a favor by sending a full description thereof to either one of 
the Committee appointed by the Numismatic society of Philadelphia, to prepare for publication a work on the subject of the medals, 
medallets, and private coinage of the United States.” The proposed work never appeared, presumably due to the appearance of Charles 
Bushnell’s more detailed 1858 work on the topic, which, according to his Advertisement , had “been ready for the press for more than two 
years.” The work at hand, however, would seem to be easier to use, being arranged alphabetically by merchant, rather than the geographi¬ 
cal method employed by Bushnell.

Zinsmeister writes that “I am certainly glad to know that you are making up a complete listing of all Confederate Metallic issues for the 
forthcoming issue of the Standard Catalogue.. .1 started a listing of my own, back about 5 years ago. At that time I did considerable research 
on the subject. The enclosed listing is a culmination of this effort.” The detailed listing, on two sheets includes columns for Denomination, 
Date, Type Metal, Description: Obverse/Reverse, Original or Restrike, Coin or Token, Minted By, Amount Struck, and Designer or En¬ 
graver. A third sheet comprises Rarity and Source of Information columns for the thirty pieces listed on the preceding two sheets, and the 
final half sheet lists five replicas and tokens. Rareshide’s letter recounts “research once conducted by an elderly fellow attorney here” on the 
Confederate half dollar, discusses his current collecting interests, and also mentions other topics. Ruder’s interesting letter touches on the 
topics noted in the above description, and Ford’s reply notes that “I am very much interested in your copper nickel Confederate Cent and 
the April 12,1862 bond with the Memminger notations.” He expresses interest in a possible “trade for your CSA Cent,” and at least the 
opportunity to view the bond. In Ford’s letter to Guerrant, he writes: “As you know, I own the defaced dies for this coin and would like very 
much to acquire your specimen for purpose of display and exhibition. I am willing to trade my proof impression in silver of the Confeder¬ 
ate Cent even for your specimen, or to offer you an example in copper plus $100.00 for your coin... ” Guerrant responds that “I appreciate 
your generous offer, but I am not in the market at this time to dispose of this item.” A most interesting assemblage.

Another act of numis¬ 
matic interest establishes that “the following gold coin shall pass current as money within the Confederate States of America.. .The Sover¬ 
eign of England.. .the Napoleon.. .the Spanish and Mexican Doubloons,” and specifies rates, fineness, and minimum weights.

BE PAID FOR AND REMOVED AT END OF SALE. M. N. Daycius, Auctioneer, Carrollton, Texas.” Your cataloguer vividly remembers 
receiving a telephone call before the announced sale date from John Ford, who was convinced that the items to be sold were a portion of the 
B. Max Mehl numismatic library. Having already spoken with other recipients who had noticed the All Fools’ Day sale date and the “menda¬ 
cious” appellation, it was with more than a little difficulty that Ford was finally persuaded to believe that the flyer might promise less than it 
seemed. “Mendacity” articles by Myron Xenos in the Fall 2003 and Spring 2004 issues of The Asylum provide light on the M. N. Daycius flyer 
and subsequent events, though the latter installment is marred in part by what are considered by some to be inurbane assertions.

A most remarkable series of original photographs, presumably taken by Edgar H. Adams, and displaying the same characteristics as the 
superb plates issued to accompany a number of late teen and early twenties Elder auction sale catalogues. Whether these plates were 
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originally prepared for inclusion with Elder auction catalogues, whether they record a major private acquisition by Elder, or whether they 
were prepared for another use remains unknown at present. Thanks are due to Bob Schuman for reviewing these photographs. Dr. 
Schuman did observe that some of the illustrations present here are identical to halftones found in the relevant sections of the 1940 and 
1941 editions of Wayte Raymond’s Standard Catalogue of United States Coins. All are contained in a file folder inscribed in ink by John J. 
Ford, Jr.: “Thomas L. Elder Photographic Plates.” It also included, and they are also present here, three additional modern 10 x 8 inch 
prints, perhaps copies of original Elder photographs, or possibly later productions, all depicting rare Benjamin Franklin medals and 
tokens.

This coin is 
unique so far as known. Mr. Gilbert concurs and calls it a new number. I will sell it for $100.00. If I don’t hear from you soon, it will go into 
my first Nov. sale to be sold.” In an October 12,1917 missive, Elder continues: “Referring to the 1794 cent, new variety—look at the date, no 
other has such a wide date or the figure 1 so far from the 7. Mr. Gilbert states this is the deciding positive mark of its difference, and there 
are others. I have several inquiries for it, also if you do not wish it, kindly send it back to me as I intend to place it in my next sale. It is 
unique so far as known. If you keep it, the price is $100, as stated. Rev. 31-41.” In a signed 1922 note at the bottom, S. H. Chapman observes: 
“It is only a 59 beyond all doubt.” On November 21, Elder responds: “This new 1794 cent is positively Not 59. The curl in 59 is not so round, 
and the direction of the 1 is different in date, the circle at top part of figure 9 is different also.. .Mr. Gilbert has made a careful examination 
of it and says it is positively not Hays 59. It is going to be sold in my sale of Dec. 6-7-8, together with 400 other lots of cents (probably 300 
of them in very fine state). The plate catalogue is going to be well worth while, the plates even better than Millers, -only $1.50.” In another 
1922 note, Chapman confirms that “ft is 59 beyond all question.” In an August 3,1922 letter on official stationery, Chapman writes: “I thank 
you for sending photograph of the Cent Elder offered. It is Hays 59.” In a handwritten note, he adds: “Have an uncirculated from Dr. 
French 8c 2 others. The sepia photograph depicts the coin, a rather miserable specimen. The auction catalogue description of lot 723, 
described in an ink note as “Stack sale 7-26.39,” also features the following observation: “This was H 39 Clapp -not H 38.”

correspondence with Louis Horowitz, including a handwritten January 16,1951 letter (“I’m glad you associated yourself with Charlie 
Wormser who I think is a credit to numismatics. A perfect gentleman even though he called me Mr. Stack...”); interesting, contentious 
and entertaining 1950-1951 correspondence with A. K.. “Either one” according to Ford’s salutation in the first letter present here, but 
mainly Abner Kreisberg in the early letters and Abe Kosoff in the later ones, pertaining to Numismatic Gallery’s December 15,1950 book 
sale and problems arising thereof (F: “If it is not too much trouble, would you mind going over the following lots...I like to know 
condition... ”/K: “.. .hoping to oblige you with regard to your inquiry. Am afraid it is utterly impossible...Haven’t even numbered the lots 
yet...”/F: “I am returning the following lots to you as totally unsatisfactory... 7 K: “We make no secret of the fact that your manner in 
handling your auction account, in connection with the book sale, was very distasteful to us”/F: “I was somewhat amazed upon receipt of 
your letter... I honestly believed you would acknowledge your cataloging errors particularly when I wrote, previous to the sale, requesting 
detailed information relative to the exact condition of the books involved...Your removal of my name from your mailing list seems 
somewhat childish and indicative of very poor sportmanship.”); 1950-1951 correspondence with James Kelly concerning “Manly Medals 
and Dies and other topics, including a note from Sydney Noe that it would be desirable for the dies to be in the American Numismatic 
Society but expressing an unwillingness to pay the price desired ("If the owner paid $500, for them it seems to us [ including Messrs.

Breen has the ability to rub people the 
wrong way and of course, he can’t take any kidding or adverse comments.. .1 can handle him, but he has all the ear marks of true genius 
and needs ‘kid glove’ treatment.’VW: “All the copy for the Catalogue must be in the printer’s hands by July 1st.”; several sheets of handwrit¬ 
ten Ford notes, along with typewritten notes; etc. The page proofs include extensive pencil corrections and commentary by Ford, includ¬ 
ing: on the title verso Ford proposes that “Massachusetts and other revisions by John J. Ford, Jr.” be changed to “Associate Editor, John J. 
Ford, Jr.” and that “Introductions by Walter Breen” be amended to read “Research by Walter Breen,” with a side note in red pencil reading 
“Make this so they can see it, you will never regret the plug”; a side note in red pencil by the copyright notice at the base of the title verso 
reads “This should be larger too, Yeoman should see it”; etc. The many corrections, additions, and other changes in these page proofs 
proposed by Ford amply display both an encyclopedic scope of numismatic knowledge and the keen incisiveness of his mind.

$18,461.70. Ford’s pencil notes generally reduce the book values a bit and, at the end, the yearly cumulative values are drastically reduced to 
arrive at the appraised value stated above.

The disposition of 
Raymond’s library is discussed, via a Hans Schulman auction; Olga recounts the “‘Pirating’... done by Yeoman... people with no numis¬ 
matic knowledge merely selling books compiled by pioneers”; negotiations with Meghrig for rights to the Standard Catalogue are men¬ 
tioned; carbon copies are present of several most interesting 1956 letters from Eric P. Newman to Olga Raymond, and an original letter to 
John Ford, all concerning future publication of the Standard Catalogue-, Ford notes the 1958 sale of 1,459 Conder tokens from the Hillyer 
Ryder collection to Art Kagin for $830; a New Netherlands invoice records the 1958 sale of nineteenth century tokens to Mrs. R. H. Norweb 
for $550; on November 25,1958, Ford writes: “The word ‘busy’ is probably the under-statement of the year. Yesterday morning, I returned 
from several days in Detroit, which was preceded by the Navy tour, and that of course was preceded by a completely rejuvenated ‘Numisma’ 
and a coin auction catalog. In between, I was and am publishing ‘Penny Whimsy’, remodeling my kitchen, painting my house, along with 
a few thousand minor items, not to speak of just plain buying and selling coins"; Olga Raymond writes a rather caustic 1958 letter to John 
Pittman in reply to his proposal to edit Raymond publications; and much, much more.

“borrowing” data from Ford’s groundbreaking 1957 edition of The Standard Catalogue of United States Coins. A September 29,1958 letter 
from Ford begins: “Enclosed you will find a release for publication concerning your recent deal with Mrs. Raymond, and including dope 
on my acquisition of the Standard Catalogue (which is not generally known), together with a little data on my future plans.” Attached is a 
proposed press announcement to be released by Yeoman. Ford’s letter details his plans for the future direction of the Standard Catalogue, 
observing that “I believe that we understand each other on the primary missions and scope of the Guidebook and Standard Catalogue. 
While initially burned up at what your ‘Contributors’ borrowed from me to put in the Guidebook, I feel that rather than run to the 
lawyers, we can work out the problem like gentlemen. In that vein, I feel that we can leave what you already have where it is, and in 
exchange you could discreetly give the Standard Catalogue some credit in the Guidebook for certain advanced data, and even recommend 
the Standard as an advanced book.. .The net result of our working together is that you will have an abridged version of the Standard (but 
including some dope the SC will not have), for a mass sale to the popular market. As I told you, I only want to cover the top 10-15% of the 
field, and am more interested in ‘education’ than making money in publishing.. .In the past I have been stupid, and have even been known 
to condemn the Guidebook, while you have ignored the Standard Catalogue. I am sure, that from here on in, positive thinking (and 
action) will do us both good.” The remaining correspondence comprises a congenial give and take between the two, culminating in an 
agreement by Yeoman, present here in photostatic copy, reading in part: “With the understanding that certain listings and/or technical 
numismatic information currently appearing in ‘1959 A GUIDE BOOK OF UNITED STATES COINS’ (by R. S. Yeoman) originally ap¬ 
peared in the 18th and earlier editions of‘THE STANDARD CATALOGUE OF UNITED STATES COINS’...I agree to include the 
acknowledgement shown on the Preface page or other suitable space of the ‘i960 A GUIDE BOOK OF UNITED STATES COINS’... 
ACKNOWLEDGEMENT: Selected listings and related material in this edition are from THE STANDARD CATALOGUE OF UNITED 
STATES COINS...”

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wrapped up in an old handkerchief, which had written upon it (opposite each coin) the weight and (in this one instance) the notation .020 
Copper... ”, and in which Kosoff replies: “I’ve been looking at this $20.00 U. S. Assay Office. Frankly, I’m not convinced of it being a proof. 
I have checked my notations on the Farouk piece -1 don’t know where you got the information that it was a polished up coin. According 
to my notes, it was a choice piece although it had a few hairlines. I’m not at all certain about your coin being a proof - the Farouk piece 
definitely was. I an returning it herewith. The Mehl inventory is out of my control. The Library will probably be available but I just can’t 
say when.”; a letter from Alma K. Schneider, Superintendent, United States Mint, noting that “My interest in preserving gold coins came 
about, following a deposit of some $10,000 worth of uncirculated gold coins which were found in a safety deposit box during the settling 
of an estate here. Many were rare and of great numismatic value. I tried every way to save them, but of course eventually had to have them 
melted.”; a carbon typescript of “January Scrapbook -1959 Coin Market predictions” by “John J. (Tongue in cheek) Ford, Jr.”; interesting 
correspondence with Henry Clifford on pioneer California gold; fascinating if contentious correspondence with John J. Pittman concern¬ 
ing the “1853 $20 U. S. Assay Office pieces,” wherein Pittman writes that “I was quite perturbed when I began to hear tales about these pieces 
that you had offered and especially intimations that the dies were still in existence.

which Ford methodically answers Pittman’s “various questions,” offering a refund “should any statements made by me herewith be proven 
untrue. This guarantee is absolute and without limitation,” and also notes: “I hope all of this makes you happy, John, but to me it is one big 
pain in the neck, I am surprised that you value Mike Kolman’s opinion so highly, or is it that of some other expert? I told all of my‘friends’ 
in Detroit to put up or shut up. I am still waiting for the first ‘Master of Intimidation’ to question the coins in writing. Barroom gossip does 
not bother me in the least.”; Ford’s signed copy of a “Trade Agreement and Acknowledgement” with Stack’s wherein Ford agrees to “trade 
and transfer a ‘Diana’ $20. gold coin together with a Gold Tablet for $80.40 of JUSTH & HUNTER, Marysville, Calif., to Stack’s... for 195 U. 
S. gold coins of Numismatic Value.”; Ford’s copy of a receipt on Stack’s stationery, reading: “Received from Stack’s, 319 Double Eagles in 
exchange for -1- U. S. Assay $7.26 ‘coin’ 1853/2?, 1- U. S. Assay $50,1853, piedfort”; John Ford’s copy of the “Revised Agreement Draff” and

An interesting assemblage, including: three i960 letters from Q. David Bowers, a July 18 one accomplished on Empire Coin Company 
stationery, August 3 and 8 ones on Bowers Coin Co. stationery (in the August 3 letter, Bowers writes that “I have been extremely busy 
setting up new offices, etc.” In his response, Ford extends congratulations “for your recent marriage” and “for your establishment of the 
‘Bowers Coin Company, Inc.’ To begin with, I strongly believe in marriage at an early age, personally, and on the other hand, while I think 
I have been unfair to Jim in the past, I have wondered about the compatibility of both yourself and friend Ruddy.”); in an August 18,1969 
letter, Bowers thanks Ford “for the dinner you bought for Mary and me the first night of the show.. .you are one of the few people I know 
who really has a tremendous in depth knowledge of American numismatics...I have begun a personal collection of Vermont copper 
coins...”; in an interesting November 21,1962 handwritten letter, Don Taxay thanks Ford for his “excellent introduction” [of which a 
typescript version corrected in ink is present here] written for his upcoming Counterfeit, Mis-Struck and Unofficial U. S. Coins, noting that 
I have taken the liberty to polish the diction in places and I enclose a copy herewith...I have corrected all the proofs and returned 
them...so I assume that the presses will now start to roll...Thank you for all you have done in connection with the MS...I told Newman 
that I am going to say in a caption that Bashlow’s coins were struck from transfer dies but this does not mean that I am going to disparage 
them or deny them status as restrikes... I don’t know why he [ Eric R Newman ] keeps his knives sharpened for Bashlow... What happened 
to the Walton estate?”; Ford’s December 5,1962 response, written to Taxay in Poona, India agrees with the changes in the introduction and 
writes that “Newman has accepted chairmanship of a committee on Ethics, for the ‘TAMS’ (Token and Medal Society), and is apparently 
going on a witch hunt, now that he is Chief of the Vigilantes.. .The big thing in the coin world at the moment, is that bags of the formerly 
RRR 1898 ‘O’, 1903 ‘O’ and 1904*0’ silver dollars have just appeared.. .All hell is breaking loose!” [present here are two December 1962 New 
Netherlands Coin Co. postcards addressed to Ford advertising BU 1898-O and 1904-O silver dollars for sale (@ $305.00 and $275.00 per 
hundred pieces respectively]; replying to an undated letter from Walter Breen present here, Ford writes on January 22,1965 that “I feel very 
happy for you since your marriage and the birth of your baby. These two events are probably the greatest events in your life.. .1 feel good 
that some real happiness has come into your life and that you really have something to live for. This might sound a little corny, but it is how 
I feel.”; on February 24,1966 Marion Breen writes to Ford, thanking him and Mrs. Ford: “The box of gifts for Moira arrived this morning 
and Walter and I couldn’t wait until we got home—we sat in the car on Shattuck Avenue and opened it then and there. We were thrilled - 
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the little dress and sweater are absolutely lovely...And of course Raggedy Ann is beloved...this sweet little critter will be Moira’s first 
doll.. .Patrick still loves the little music box you sent.|a handwritten postscript from Walter Breen thanking the Fords is appended to 
the letter]; in a June 4,1965 letter, Willard C. Blaisdell writes that “I have a frame of electrotypes from the Spiro Collection which is a replica 
of the Maris plate, the outside dimension of which is 22”x26”. There is another in the N. J. Historical Society... in an August 7,1968 letter, 
Ken Bressett notes that “In talking with Taxay the other day he mentioned his book, but it doesn’t sound as if it will be a competitive item. 
We really must discuss the Standard Catalogue next time we meet”; in a November 27,1968 letter to Herman Herst, Jr., concerning encased 
postage stamps, Ford observes that “I personally own the largest and most complete collection of this series extant. I know, because I 
selected the best pieces from such collections as that of E. H. R. Green, W. F. Dunham, T. J. Clarke, F. C. C. Boyd, and Josiah Lilly”; in a most 
entertaining letter to “Dear Hustler” Jon Hanson, Ford writes: “You took off without saying goodbye to me, or, in fact, much of 
anything... other people tell me that you think New York is ‘where the action is,’although your heart is (ugh!) in Beverly Hills. Since you 
left I really do not know what is going on. I’m sitting in my ivory tower right in the middle of the action (as you put it), and I don’t know 
what is going on. There is nobody to keep Charles awake! There is nobody to argue with! Breen, as you have probably heard, came east to 
work jointly for N.N. and the great Merkin...Now, the bearded genius is working exclusively for the great Merkin...Your old friend 
Werner made it legal a couple of weeks ago and married for the second time... [handwritten postscript] Will trade Alvord Bid Book + for 
Bushnell Bid Book!” Among many other interesting, previously unmentioned, letters present here, written “when the coin business was 
fun” are Walter Breen’s 1963 comments on Don Taxay’s upcoming book (“There are so many errors in this Taxay blueprint that I’ve had to 
mark them in black pencil...”), an original letter by Ford on the 1913 liberty head nickel; correspondence with Father F. R Prucha, etc., a 
1964 letter in which Walter Breen complains about not being paid for reviewing a New Netherlands sale (“I did it with much grinding & 
groaning, then retched over the result of such wretched hackwork”) and to which Ford replies (“Charles tells me that you are full of beans, 
as you were paid for the ‘hack job’ that you did for our sale in August. He would refer you to the last check that you received...’’), etc.

Above title derived from Ford’s letter, in which he writes: “I am enclosing herewith the original rough drafts (2) of my articles re ‘hard’ and 
paper currency of the Confederate states, for Mr. [Bruce] Catton’s consideration.. .My article concerns itself primarily with the very, very 
limited ‘hard money’ (coins and specie ingots) bearing the stamp of the Confederacy.” After an interesting discussion of his paper and 
related topics, Ford concludes: “You can keep (or throw out) this letter but please return my rough draft if you see absolutely no merit in 
it. Thank you for reading this far!” Despite his disclaimers, Ford’s paper is extremely well written and most interesting; both versions 
present here conclude with: “Sixteen coins and literally millions of Treasury notes make strange bedfellows indeed, but they are not the 
only intriguing parallel in the fantastic history of the Lost Cause.” 


A Remarkable Body of Correspondence, Establishing, Among Other Things, 
Ownership of Certain Walter Breen Manuscripts and the Involvement of Q. David Bowers 
in the Proposed Nineteenth Edition ofWayte Raymond’s Standard Catalogue

Included are: illuminating May 15-July 18,1961 correspondence, mainly between Q. David Bowers and John J. Ford, Jr., concerning the nine¬ 
teenth edition ofWayte Raymond’s Standard Catalogue which, sadly, never came to fruition. In the carbon copy of Ford’s first letter, a May 15 
missive to Q. David Bowers, Ford demolishes the myth, sometimes perpetuated by Walter Breen, concerning the ownership of certain Breen 
manuscripts. Ford cites a letter from Olga Raymond, a copy of which is enclosed, noting that she has “ more or less decided to sell me the book 
outright. Her price is more than the package is worth, and I can do better with the money numismatically. Not wanting to let the book go, and 
also not having the kind of money required for outright purchase, I called in my publishing partner (the man who went in on ‘Penny Whimsy’ 
with me, and who angeled [Ford corrects “angled” in ink] Walter’s Half Cent and Jersey Cent manuscripts, which were purchased outright last 
Fall). He is willing to buy the book in conjunction with me, but does not want any additional partners. If the ‘Standard Catalogue’ purchase 
goes through, I am willing to let our deal stand on a modified basis indefinitely. The main change is that you will not own a monetary interest 
in the book. However, I am willing to make you a permanent part of it, as ‘Associate Editor,’ giving you as much glory as possible, and 
reimburse you for your work by opening the books to you, and making you a prime distributor of catalogues at cost.. .Operationally you and 
I would run the book; my ‘money man’ would have nothing to say about policy. Money wise, outside of the ‘Standard Catalogue,’ I’m in deep. 
My ‘house addition’ will run to $15,000. - $17,500., and Joan just decided we needed a new car. Also, of course, I owe a few dollars for guns.” 
Changing topics, Ford writes: “I have received permission to let the CSA Cent dies go. As a unique Confederate item, owned successively by J. 
W. Haseltine, Judson Brenner and Virgil Brand, I value them at $5,000. However, I will let them go for a fast $4,500.” In his May 17 two page 
reply, written on Bowers Coin Company, Inc. stationery, Bowers responds that “It is a financial interest in the Standard Catalogue that inter¬ 
ested me most.. .this is very disappointing to me personally.” And, capping things off, Bowers notes: “The price you mention for the CSA dies 
seems extremely high.” Ford responds with a five point proposal: “Here is the mess as I see it: 1. Mrs. Raymond will undoubtedly renew her deal 
with me, if 1 give her a GUARANTEED date of publication. 2. Because of the mess I’m in at home.. .1 cannot do very much on the book, 
outside of the Pioneer, and much editing. 3. If you can give up attending every two-bit Convention, and work on nothing but the SC, AND give 
an agreement in writing to me, re the date the material goes to the printer, I can get an extension from Mrs. Raymond I’m sure. 4. On the above 
basis, we can go back to our original deal. 5. As a further incentive to you, I’ll up the deal to 40% of the book, when I get control (after the 19th 
and 20th editions).’ Idyllically, Ford writes: “The Standard Catalogue can grow into an income producing deal over the years that would 
permit both of us to devote less time to chasing a buck, and more time to research, writing and publishing.. .something that I believe you enjoy 
as much as I.” He also notes that he “sent out the dies today,” though he appears not ready to negotiate on the price. In a letter to Olga Raymond, 
Ford recounts his proposed arrangement with Bowers, “in which he will do most of the work for the 19th Edition,” and promising that, 
“regardless of what happens, that I am going to publish the “Standard Catalogue’ or even a reasonable facsimile of it, if I never do another thing 
on this earth. The 1961 correspondence concludes with Ford’s request, and Bowers’ confirmation, that Bowers return “all of the material that 
I gave you in connection with the Standard Catalogue.. .1 need this material, to put together with what I already have, so that I can sit down 
and suitably impress Mrs. Raymond’s lawyer.” The denouement is summarized in a handwritten note to Ford from Olga Raymond, to which 
is attached Raymond’s carbon copy of a January 2,1962 letter to Bowers, and the carbon copy of Ford’s January 3,1962 letter to Bowers. Olga 
writes that “I really am pleased & with all our fighting I am at peace!...I am enclosing copy of letter to Mr. Bowers. I hope you approve.” 
Raymond writes to Bowers that “After my telephone conversation with you this morning I received a letter from John Ford wherein he 
informed me that he was agreeing to purchase the St. Catalogue at my price.” Ford’s interesting letter to Bowers confirms the deal: “to make a 
long story short, I bought the book lock, stock and barrel, yesterday afternoon.” Much other interesting and important correspondence is 
present here, including: fascinating letters between Ford, Arnold Perl, Myron W. Bradbyer, and Eric P. Newman, concerning possible publica¬ 
tion of “the [W. W.[ Bradbeer manuscript on continental and colonial currency.” It begins with a Nov. 5,1962 letter from Perl to Ford (wherein 
Perl proclaims that “The more I read of it, the more I am convinced it is a work of real importance”), to which are attached early photocopies 
of typeset page galleys and typescript chapters on Delaware and New York. Ford makes a November 21,1962 proposal to publish the book but, 
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by June 20 of the following year, insults are flying. Perl writes: “I have long known it’s pointless to take you to task for gross irresponsibility and 
grandiosity, but you have managed to do it again on the Bradbeer ms.” Ford shoots back that he finds Perl’s “vituperation somewhat amusing. 
I am glad you are so concerned about my sitting on the Bradbeer Manuscript for eight or nine months, and are not at all concerned about 
Myron Bradbyer sitting on it for some twenty-five years.. .If you will calm down, and talk to me, you will see that all is not black, and that we 
can make every body happy, including your apparently tormented self. I showed your letter to Charles, but we get ‘crank’ letters from time to 
time, and Charles knows that I am an S.O.B., so it made little impression upon him.” On July 11, Perl requests return of the manuscript, noting 
“Let’s put aside all recriminations and wisecracks. I can’t compete with you.” Further correspondence expresses Ken Bressett and Whitman 
Publication’s interest in the manuscript and includes a most interesting August 14,1963 letter to Ford from Eric P. Newman, who writes that 
“You are getting into an unnecessary complication, in my opinion, as to the Bradbeer manuscript. Its quality is worse than poor.” Brief snippets 
follow of some of the additional interesting correspondence present here: Ford to Newman, January 19,1962 - “we hired shortly before the first 
of the year, a young man named Don Taxay...I finally purchased ‘outright the‘Standard Catalogue’... I have asked Breen to... write a general 
introduction to the History of U. S. Coins.. .but if you are actually willing to tackle the job, I will call off Breen, as I consider your work far 
superior... Walter Breen to “Your Holiness,” undated - “1 need the $ to pay rent, phone bill & income taxes. There does not seem to be much 
chance of making it without more cataloguing. Noncentsical material should go faster.. .The additions & corrections for the Crosby ms. will 
take a fair amount of time...”; Ford to Breen, March 13,1964-“...you presently have, in your possession, the original manuscript of your book 
on United States Half Cents. In accordance with an agreement between us, dated, i960, this manuscript is my property... you presently have, in 
your possession, the complete manuscript, less about six pages, of your ‘comments, notes and revisions’ to S. S. Crosby’s ‘Early Coins of 
America.’.. .As per an agreement and business transaction worked out between R. Bashlow and myself, ownership of this manuscript is held by 
me... Breen to Robert Bashlow, October 20,1964 - “Enclosed are JJF’s immoral propositions about the i/2« and Crosby mss. Following are 
my objections...”; Ford to Newman, May 17,1965-“! would like you to return to me, the Breen manuscript on New Jersey cents. I gave this to 
you some time ago, in the anticipation that you would be able to do some work on it... Ford to Kenneth Bressett, August 4,1965 -“You do not 
know how hard it is to try and be a dealer, to do research, to read everything that is published, to collect photographs, to try and reform the 
crummy business, to keep from getting a heart attack, and to raise a family”; Edward Barnsley to Walter Breen, in carbon copy, January 13,1966 
- “Dear Walter: Or I should say Daddy because it is certain that by now you are a proud and happy father.”; Barnsley to Ford, April 5,1966 - “I 
hear from Ted Craige that you have returned OK from the west coast, and are no doubt all hept up over the Crosby reprint job, which I hope 
doesn’t abort like the Standard Catalogue did."; Ford to Barnsley, April 7,1966 - “The‘Standard Catalogue’ is not dead; far from it. I have sold 
the entire operation to Whitman, and Walter and I are working on it...”

As follows: 1) 1965 correspondence including a May 25, 1965 letter from Professional Numismatists Guild President A. Kosoff to Ford 
asking him lo “accept the co-chairmanship of the Authentication Committee of which Dick Picker has been chairman” and to handle 
taking up the matter of a bogus 1891 double eagle with the Secret Service/the carbon copy of Wormser’s June 2 reply to Kosoff, noting that 
Ford is in Paris and will respond upon his return/and a June 2 letter to Ford from Manuel Lipson, the owner of the coin, expressing his 
willingness to cooperate with the Secret Service; 2) an April 4, 1967 letter from Professional Numismatists Guild President Leo Young, 
headed “Illegal Date Gold,” concerning the importation and sale of modern date gold coins, and asking “What stand John, do you recom- 
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mend P. N. G. takes?”; 3) 1967 correspondence including a four page 8.5 x 11 inch flyer from Magic Valley (Frontier Jewelry) of West Covina,

An excellently written and researched manuscript, cataloguing for sale at auction a notable collection of large size United States paper 
money purchased for New Netherlands by John Ford, circa i960. For whatever reason, the notes were not included in New Netherlands’ 

lie. Uhen Ford left New Netherlands in January 1971, he waived all interest in the collection to Charles Wormser. In the late 
1980s, Mrs. Wormser sold the collection privately, and shortly thereafter it appeared for sale in a Stack’s fixed price list. Ford’s original 
manuscript of the collection begins: “The present offering is remarkable for the excellent preservation of even the rarest issues (we can 
especially point with pride to the uncirculated Demand Note and $20 Compound Interest Note), for the presence of seldom offered items 
from ‘name’ holdings, and for several specialized groups of early issues never before properly described at auction. For the first time, sense 
can now be made of the confusing groups of varieties in Demand and 1862-63 Legal Tender Notes. This was not earlier possible because 
certain missing link notes had never before been recognized as such. Full details are given in the unorthodox order of presentation here 
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adopted and in the 6-point explanatory notes following certain lots.” As might be expected, the Ford catalogue is beautifully written, 
extensively footnoted, and, in the New Netherlands tradition, filled with interesting and important information then, and perhaps even 
now, not to be found elsewhere.

Further, you mention the excellent observation made by Mr. Eran in your letter to 
me, but not in the letter to Mr. Buttrey.. .1 should highly recommend that you try to find the non-destructive analysis, and send a photo¬ 
static copy to Mr. Buttrey.

Fuld’s letter reads: “1 
am enclosing herewith a rough draft of the proposed opus on books—obviously not complete but it never will be. Now there are several 
important things still missing, namely the books on transportation tokens (which are coming from Coffee), the list of U. S. catalogues and 
price lists—please see Johnson’s pgs. 71 to 75 for this. I did not include until I hear from you. Also, have not made list of auction sales— 
you’re better qualified than I—make a suggested list by names and I’ll try to complete. Now there are a number of places where I didn’t 
have the number of pages and/or plates—most of these are in your upstairs library—what you can’t find, I’ll have dad chase in Balto.

Had hoped to be 
at big sale Sat. but of course the mumps preclude this.” This excellent effort is well organized in sections, including the following main 
categories: Colonial Coinage, Minor Coinages, Silver Coinages, Gold Coinages, Commemorative Coinages, Other Related subjects to U. S. 
coinage, United States Mint, Bibliography and Dictionaries, Pioneer and Territorial Gold, Medals, Masonic Coins and Medals, Tokens, 
Colonial Paper Currency, and Paper Money. The ink annotations, apparently done by Ford, include a number of additions, occasional 
added data, price changes, etc. Fuld’s check marks reveal that he already possessed an excellent numismatic library, though some of the 
rarities present when his remarkable library was sold in 1971 by Frank Katen were yet to be accessioned. Fuld provides commentary on 
various titles, mainly pertaining to their utility and scope, and his draff is incisive, trenchant, and, even today, extremely interesting. 
Despite his disclaimer, a few key auction sale catalogues are cited, and Ford has also added one or two. While weighted for usefulness, the 
valuations appear to be accurate for the time, though if one utilized the appropriate average multiplier to determine current prices, many 
of the great rarities would be woefully undervalued.

Others are headed “H. O. Granberg, Salesman for Select Investments,” and list various affiliations: Life Member of The American Mining 
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Congress, Life Member of The American Numismatic Society, Member of the American Numismatic Association, President of the Hahns 
Peak Gold Mining & Milling Co., President of the Granberg Silver Mines Corporation, and Secretary of The Hartman Gold Mining Com¬ 
pany. A few miscellaneous observations on the contents of the items present here follows: the price lists are often cumulatively numbered 
and totaled by hand; important items include “1 DEMAND Note NUMBER 1 Payable to Bearer at Treasury New York Price $1,000’’/“Valu¬ 
able Historical Document, Being An Original ORDINANCE by The United States Continental Congress Passed for THE ESTABLISH¬ 
MENT OF THE UNITED STATES MINT Originally Autographically Signed by Chas Thomson, Secretary of the Continental Con¬ 
gress... $ioo.oo”/“i Volume of the Annual Reports of Francis E. Spinner... with engravings of the Secretaries of the treasury from 1789 to 
1884 include. Inserted are 44 portraits and engravings...$300.oo”/“all the Published Books and Catalogs bearing on the Currency, Bills, 
Bonds, Treasury, Postal and Revenue Departments; also the Bureau of Printing.”/“i Mahogany and Walnur (sic) Cabinett (sic) owned and 
made for De Will [Witt] Smith of Lee, Mass whose Collection I bought”/“One Beautiful Gold Medal issued by City of San Francisco to Mrs.

The ORDINANCE 
OF THE FIRST ESTABLISHMENT OF THE UNITED STATES MINT, is a Document that is Worth $1,000 just as well as a hundred and you 
will be apt to see it bring that as it is unique. The Other Numbered Specimen [s] Elmer Sears can post you on as we bought them from the 
same party while we we[re] together, we paid $50.00 a piece for them from Protzke (sic). 5 Pieces Each all different. That Proof with Gilt 
large letters is a real U. S. Gem-none other ever showed up at any convention.

Therefore Let it go as you have marked 
it.. .Please return to me the One Dollar demand Bill Number 1; also the Chas Thomson Mint ordinance. The list as per sheet I now enclose 
to you lists to $316.25 which kindly send me check for as I am rather heavily obligated in expectation of greater sales.”

It looks like one or two recent sales may be the same and forecast the 
end of the present up-turn.. .It is amazing to me that anyone starts collecting at this time. The present market, of course, is being made up 
by speculators who are not collectors at all...Another thing - it seems to me that there are too many people listed as assisting in the 
production of this catalogue whose names carry no weight at all.. .1 realize that you have reasons sometimes for putting their names there 
but I cannot figure out how the opinion of say-William A. Gaede- can be of much value.” July 8-“This switching of coins from one hand 
to another is entirely beyond me and it is rapidly assuming a comical aspect. Whether Bell consigned the coins to Kagin and what Eliasberg 
may or may not have to do with it is hardly likely to become public property as there is certainly some tax benefit somewhere.” July 16- 
This year s work of pricing the catalogue is the most difficult I have ever encountered. If one was to follow current auction prices on many 
things, I believe that five or ten years from now...everyone would be billed with wonder that such prices could have ever existed...I, 
frankly, disbelieve in some of the prices being realized at auction in New York which appear to me to be fixed by certain collectors and 
dealers and also probably by a few wealthy gentlemen who get excited or buy at much higher figures than are justified.. .There are hun¬ 
dreds of small dealers in this country who will disappear after the first bad decline. Mehl, you and I and, of course, Elder who has more or 
less retired, are about the only dealers in the country who remember the panics and declines in values which have taken place in the last 
forty years.” July 23-“I have.. .received the marked catalogue and am thoroughly in agreement with you on most series... Early silver and 
copper does not seem to sell as well as it did twenty-five years ago as you will note from the prices Mehl secured in the Atwater sale.. .Mehl 
tells me that he didn’t buy a single coin in the Atwater sale so it would seem that the prices can be pretty well relied upon.”

“Early American Coins.” In a June 29,1951 letter, Ford writes: “Breen had more than a little trouble leaving the employ of the brothers. After 
having his teeth removed and a temporary bridge made, they obviously felt that he was heavily indebted to them.. .He took a train late last 
Friday night (June 22nd) and started classes in Baltimore on Monday. Enclosed you will find various bills indicating how I outfitted him. 
I gave him the small cash balance and he added to it and obtained three good quality sport shirts. All in all, he left town in pretty good 
condition- thanks to you.” On October 1,1951, Ford wrote: “Early in 1950 ,1 stopped in to see old Steve Nagy at his fire trap on South 18th 
Street...Nagy told me that he had a lot of stuff on Gobrecht that he obtained from the family.

By excessive emphasis on the antedating of the coins he 
projects current numismatic thinking about the importance of dates back into an era when the matter was of relatively minor concern.. .The 
mint ‘conspiracy’ theory offered is a tissue of specious assumptions unsupported by facts and marred in the presentation by a series of 
contradictions.. .As might be expected, there was soon a response to these heretical comments. The first in the field was Mr. R. W. Julian.. .The 
main purpose of this paper is to consider the effectiveness of [Eric Newman’s] answer.” A long, well reasoned discussion of the controversy 
ensues. Risk’s paper concludes: “But regardless of the swings of the pendulum in this small area of the battlefield it must certainly be admitted 
by everyone that the 1804’s have generated more numismatic fun and games than any other coins in history. Long may they continue to do so!”

These coins are obviously not intended for circulation, the 
shape being ill adapted for the pocket; but they are intended as a substitute for the gold dust in 
transshipment from California to the Atlantic States, and to give it a certain value, while that of the 
dust has been hitherto variable. It is further proposed to convert gold dust into larger coins or bars, 
say of $100 and $200 each, and perhaps bars of $500, or even larger sums. These would serve quite as 
well for the reserve usually maintained by our banks, and could be more easily counted in large 
payments.” Following it is an article on “New Three Cent Coins,” including “a fac simile of the face 
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and reverse of the coin.” It serves mainly as a long diatribe on recent coin design: . .the head was entirely removed from the silver pieces, 
and a feeble, ill-designed, sitting figure took its place.. .the eagles and half eagles, half and quarter dollars, have become more clumsy and 
flat. The twenty dollar piece...is a miserable affair...The three cent piece caps the climax of bad design and poor workmanship.” In an 
article entitled “Statistics of California Gold,” dollar amounts totaling $1,517,000 are cited of gold dust “coined or stamped” by the U. S. 
Assay Office, Baldwin & Co., Dubosq & Co., and others, and the total yield of California gold for the first three months of 1851 is given as 
$16,030,000.

An interesting letter recounting B. G. Johnson’s 1906 sale of the George Rice collection, written during Wurtzbach’s tenure as a member of the 
American Numismatic Association Board of Governors. Betraying his German heritage, he employs the umlaut when writing his surname 
here, while the roster of officials on the letterhead omits it. Though parsimonious in his punctuation, this letter appears to be free of spelling 
errors, suggesting that the many found in his pictorial album of Massachusetts colonial silver coins issued many years later are attributable to 
others. Some punctuation has been added to the portions of this letter, cited below, to facilitate reading: “I have at last located that 99 over 98 
cent; it was owned for years by George W. Rice of Detroit, an old time collector, and was the pride of his heart. His coins were sold Apr. 13-14, 
1906 by the St. Louis Stamp 8c Coin Co. at St Louis. B. G. Johnson was manager at the time. I always thought his hobby was to put St. Louis on 
the map, numismatically speaking. At any rate, he made a mistake that time and Mr. Rice suffered accordingly, altho most of the coins were 
over described.. .1 saw the cent at the time Mr. Smith compared it with his and I remember he was satisfied and did not bid on it altho I think 
the Rice cent superior to the extent that the color is much better; perhaps Mr. Smith’s was a trifle sharper struck...
